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Kuwait nod to investment 

Expat tap

KUWAIT'S cabinet on Sunday approved legislation that for the 
first time enables foreign residents to invest in Kuwaiti compan- 
ies through investment funds, the Minister of State for Cabinet 
Affairs Rashed Abdul-Aziz Al Rashed said. 

AJ Rashed. speaking to reporters after a regular weekly 
session, said that non-Kuwaitis, subject to certain rules, will Ire 
allowed to invest their money in "financial and real estate funds” 
which will be traded on the local stock market. 

He did not give further details, but economists and bankers 
said the measure was intended to benefit from the savings of non- 
Kuwaitis, as the government endeavours to reactivate the coun- 
try's economy. 

An economic panel set up by the govenunen t for restructuring 
the economy, recently recommended the setting up of such funds 
and allowing non-Kuwaiti residents to trade shares at the stock 
market. 

Foreign workers and their families make up 60 per cent of 
Kuwait's l.S million population. So far they have been barred 
from trading shares or buying real stale. These funds would now’ 
enable them to do so indirectly. 

The “unit trusts law,” approved on Sunday, only needs formal 
signature by HH the Amir. 

Jasem Kbaled Al Sadoun, general manager of AJshall Econ- 
omic Consultants, said that these investmen t funds are a step in 
the right direction. 

Sadoun called on future investment funds to look for new 
investment opportunities by buying and developing existing 
companies in an attempt to make both financial and economic 
returns. 

"Some funds will succeed in the beginning and fail in the 
medium and long terms, others will not make a lot of profit in Lhe 
beginning but will succeed in the long term,” predicted Sadoun 
adding that it is important for people to know that an efficient 
management with the right investment orientation is a must for a 
successful fund. 

Abdul Rahman Al Hum ood, general manager of A IshaJl Real 
Estate Consultancy and Services said that the new legislation will 
enable future investment funds to invest 25 per cent of its funds 
outside Kuwait.

But residents in the capital said 
by telephone that about 3,000 
people massed in the city's cen- 
tral Sukhbator square despite the 
decree to protest against the 
government and demand faster 
democratic changes. 

The regulation says Mon- 
golian citizens can take part in 
demonstrations and rallies 
“aimed at developing and con- 
solidating the state apparatus 
and in the interests of the work- 
ing people," Xinhua said para- 
phrasing it. Applications for 
demonstrations must be submit- 
ted to local governments a week 
in advance. 

The regulation bans demon- 
strations that “are against the 
state constitution, detrimental to

Number of murders in US up in 1 989 


WASHINGTON. April 9. t AP): The number of murders 
in the United States increased 4 percent last year, up from 
the 3 per cent rise the year before, according to FBI 
statistics. 

Overall violent crimes increased 5 per cent while 
property crimes rose 2 per cent, according to the figures 
released yesterday by FBI Director William S. Sessions. 

The statistics are based on reports to police of crime 
index offences: Murder, forcible rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary. Larceny-theft, motor vehicle 
theft and arson. The FBI did not release statistics on the 
number of murders or other crimes, just the percentage 


changes. 

While many may think a smaller city is safer, that didn't 
hold true for murder. 

The number of murders in cities of 10,000 to 49,999 
increased a whopping 12 per cent last year. At the s a m e 
time, cities of 50,000 to 99,999 saw a 5 per cent decline. 

For larger cities, the number of murders rose 8 per cent 
in dries ofl 00,000 to 249,999; 2 per cent in dries of 250, 000 
to 499,000; and 7 per cent in cities of 500,000 and more. 

The number of murderers declined 3 per cent in rural 
areas and in dries of fewer than 10,000 people, and 
decreased 2 per cent in suburban areas.

KATMANDU, April 9, (UPI): 
More than 100,000 jubilant 
Nepalese poured into the streets 
of Katmandu today waving flags 
and shouting slogans in celebra- 
tion of King Birendra's decision 
to allow multi-party democracy 
in the kingdom. 

Many of the revelers apparen- 
tly forgot the city was still u nder a 
curfew last' night but authorities 
did not. Police opened fire in 
several areas, killing at least two 
people, hospital sources and wit- 
nesses said. 

The curfew was lifted at dawn 
today and residents quickly filled 
the streets, many to celebrate 
their victory and others to go 
about business. The Hindu king- 
dom's shrines were filled with 
worshippers. 

“We’re all very happy that the 
party less system has been 
removed," said Guna Midni 
Ranjit, 56, owner of the G.N. 
Cold Store in Katmandu. “Now 
things will be better because peo- 
ple will have political freedom — 
freedom to speak, to do any- 
thing.'’ 

The king announced his 
decision to lift a 29-year ban on 
political parties last night, foll- 
owing six weeks of often violent 
clashes between pro-democracy 
demonstrators and police that 
have left at least SO dead. 

Residents of Kathmandu 
shouted from their rooftops and 
exploded firecrackers when they 
heard the news. 

The celebrations intensified 
this morning when the 43-hour 
curfew was lifted and Nepalese 
could leave their houses. 

“We fed very proud today,” 
said Sarajil Lama, waving the red 
and white flag of the Nepali Con- 
gress Party. “We are free for the 
first time in 30 years.” 

Thousands of people waved 
flags of other once-banned par- 
ties as they walked or rode 
through thedtystreets. 

Hundreds of people went lo 
Bir hospital in the hopes of seeing 
the movement's ailing leader 
Ganesh Man Singh, 75. head of 
the Nepali Congress Party. 

“For the last 30 years we've 
had to struggle for this day.” 
Singh said, silting on the edge of 
his hospital bed in crowded room 
14. “Now the day has come.” 

Singh said the next step will be 
to organise a multi-party 
political system. 

“To maintain it will be more 
difficult,” he said. 

Manxnohan Adhikary. 
secretary general of Marxist- 

orientated Nepal Community 
Party called Birendra's announ- 
cement “a partial victory.” 

“The constitution has to be 
made more democratic and the 
government needs to function in 
a responsible and democratic 
manner.” he said ai the hospital. 

The pro-democracy 

movement was launched Feb 18 
by the Nepali Congress Party 
and seven leftist parties. Since 
then the Nepalese kingdom of 19 
million has been beset by wide- 
spread strikes, violent demon- 
strations and the forced closing 
of schools. 

Hundreds of tourists joined 
the crowds, cheerfully letting 
Nepalis daub them with the red 
powder which Hindus use to 
celebrate auspicious occasions. 

But hotel managers said many 
of their guests were still trying to 
leave. “We are looking at a very 
bleak situation for the next mon- 
ths, the next one month at least,” 
one said. 

Dhaka lifts 
journal ban 

DHAKA, April 9, (Reuter): 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad today lifted bans on one 
daily and two weekly newspapers 
after an appeal from editors and 
journalists, Bangladesh’s official 
BSS news agency said. 

“President Ershad expressed 
hope (at a meeting with the 
editors and journalist union 
leaders) that the publica dons will 
practise responsible journal- 
ism,” it added. 

The government banned the 
Meillat Daily last December, 
accusing it of inciting people to 
topple Ershad, who seized power 
in a 1982 bloodless coup. 

Meillat is owned by retired 
army colonel Syed Faruk Reeb- 
man, who helped lead a bloody 
coup in 1975 in which Sheikh 
Mujibur Rahman, the country's 
first president, was assassinated 
with most members ofhis family. 

Publication of the weekly 
Ashe Din Jai was halted last 
August after complaints it had 
ridiculed Islam.

The daring operation came a 
day after the military declared a 
nationwide red alert for the Eas- 
ter holidays amid rumours rebel 
soldiers might attack army 
stockades to free jailed comrades 
or launch a new coup.

Colonel Gregorio “Gringo”

asan, who remains at large, 
bribed his guards.

White had been in and out of Riley hospital for 
several months because of a chronic infection.

A hemophiliac. White contracted Aids in 1984 
when he received a tainted blood-clotting agent 
during a transfusion. White, then 1 3. was one of the 
first American youngsters diagnosed as having Aids 
at a lime when the disease and its methods of 
transmission were widely unknown and misunder- 
stood. 

Parents and administrators fought efforts by 
White to enter the seventh grade at Western Middle 
School in Russiaville, Indiana, forcing him to con- 
tinue his education at home in the fall of 1985 by a 
computer-telephone hookup. 

White's year-long court fight to return to school 
and his unflagging personal courage in the face both 
of his illness and the reaction of others received 
national attention. 

While returned to school for one day in February 
1986 and was so excited, his mother said, that he 
picked out his clothes a day early and couldn't sleep 
the night before. But he had to suffer indignities that 
included a community *yard sale" held to raise 
money for the legal fight to keep him out of class and 
the absence of nearly half the school on that first day 
back. 

In ApriL a court cleared White's return to class 
permanently and he finished the year without 
incident.

French discovers 
Aids antibody 

Work in early stages 


MARSEILLE, France. April 9. 
iUPI): A leading French medical 
researcher, cautioning thai his work 
still is in early stages, said >*sterday 
he has discovered an anti body that 
ultimately could help prevent heal- 
thy Aids carriers who have tested 
seropositive from developing the dis- 
ease. 

The antibody, baptized “Ami- 
Beta 2 Microglobulinr." was dis- 
covered by a team at the stale- run 
Institute for Science and Medical 
Research (Inserm) in the southern 
French city of Marseille, according 
to its leader. Prof. Jean-ClaudeCher- 
mans. 

Preliminary results of laboratory 
work, published in the Journal of 
Virology’s April edition, suggest the 
antibody could prevent the immune 
deficiency syndrome virus reproduc- 
ing itself in lympbociies, Cbennann 
was quoted as saying in a statement 
printed in French newspapers yester- 
day. 

“We have made an Anti-Beta 2 
Microglobuline antibody that laun- 
ches an inter-cellular signal that 
blocks the virus," said Chennann. a 


former member of the Pasteur Ins- 
titute team that pioneered identifica- 
tion of the Aids virus. 

“For the moment, we are doing a 
very fundamental job in order to 
know better and better what happens 
in the interactions between the virus 
and the ceil that it is going to kill.” 

“If one knows well these interac- 
tions at different levels one can com- 
bat them better.” 

However. Chermann said it was 
premature to speak of hope for heal- 
thy Aids carriers from his initial 
work. 

“With these hyper-complex 
interactions and so very sophis- 
ticated mechanisms, a grain of sand 
can overturn everything.” 

“Th’c fact of placing an antibody 
(Anti-B Microglobuline). pressing 
on the signal of the Beta-2, launches 
something in the cell that blocks the 
virus,” Chermann said. 

“We have demonstrated that there 
is a new mechanism, that is to say 
something that intervenes in the cell, 
before it infects it and at the moment 
when il infects it.”

As firemen doused them with 
high-pressure hoses, they hung 
out a banner saying: “Dartmoor 
hoys on tour.” 

At Strangeways. a hard core of 
about 20 prisoners defied else- 
where. inmates staged sit-down 
protests at jails in London and 
Leeds and smashed furniture and 
burned bedding in Cardiff jail. 

At Hull prison in northeast 
England, 110 prisoners awaiting 
trial refused to come in from 
exercise. Most of them tried to 
rush the compound gate but were 
held back and eventually surren- 
dered. 

At London’s Pentonville 
prison. 300 prisoners were 
evacuated when an inmate pulled 
a gas pipe from the wall and it 
had to be replaced. 

David Evans, head of the 
Prison Officer’s Association, 
said British penal institutions 
suffered from “overcrowding, 
staff shortages and poor condi- 
tions in some institutions” and 
were being asked to detain more 
violent prisoners. 

But David Mellor, Home 
Office Minister dismissed sug- 
gestions of a fundamental 
problem with the prisons. He 
said the disturbances suggest 
“something is fundamentally 
wrong with a number of prison- 
ers.” Warders and police as the 
siege went into its ninth day. 

Prison officers have said the 
prison system is collapsing and 
inmates say the violence has 
flared up because they are treated 
like animals. 

The prison population of 
England and Wales, at just over 
47,000, has fallen by about 2,500 
over the past year. But prisoners’ 
charities say conditions are still 
grim despite government moves 
to modernise the system. 

The National Association for 
the Care and Resettlement of 
Offenders said Britain had one of 
the highest prison populations in 
Western Europe, both in 
absolute numbers and in relation 
to its overall population. 

Prisoners often spend up to 23 
hours a day crammed two or 
three to a cell originally designed 
for one occupant. 

They are particularly disgus- 
ted by the wide-spread practice 
of “slopping out.” Many of the 
cells are not equipped with nor- 
mal lavatory facilities and they 
must relieve themselves in buck- 
ets. 

Many of Britain’s prisons are 
grim, inhospitable buildings 
more than 100 years old. Out- 
breaks of rioting have occurred 
at many jails in recent years. 

Strangeways is one of 
Europe's most overcrowded 
prisons. Built in 1868 in the cen- 
tre of Manchester, it now houses 
1,600 instead of the 970 it was 
designed for. 

Dartmoor prison, where more 
than 100 inmates barricaded 
themselves into pan of the build- 
ing on Saturday night, was built 
1 80 years ago for prisoners from 
the Napoleonic wars. 

The death of the prisoner at 
Dartmoor brought the confir- 
med death toll in the week's 
prison violence to three.

After a brief ceremony 
on the wharf, the victims were 
placed in a refrigerated truck and 
driven to Oslo for identification. 

Firemen found corpses in the 
corridors and cabins.

Most victims 
were asphyxiated but some were 
charred beyond recogntion. 

“It will be veiy difficult to 
identify the victims. It will lake a 
long time."

Land mine blast 


DOWNPATRICK. Northern 
Ireland, April 9, (AP): Four sol- 
diers died today when their Land 
Rover drove over a land mine in 
the Northern Ireland town of 
Downpatrick, police said. 

Several other soldiers were 
reported to have been injured, 
said a spokesman for the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary- 

The soldiers are believed to 
have been members of the Ulster 
Defence Regiment, the mainly 
protestant. locally recruited 
regiment of the British Army, 
said the spokesman, speaking 
anonymously in keeping with 
British custom. 

There was no immediate claim. 

The explosion occurred just 


before 8 am (0700 GMT) near the 
Downpatrick race course in 
county down, in the southeast 
part of the province. 

“The target appears to have 
been an army Land Rover.” the 
police spokesman said. “I can 
confirm that four people have 
died in the attack, four members 
of the security forces." 

The deaths bring to 16 the 
number of people killed in 
political and sectarian violence in 
Northern Ireland so far this year. 

The Irish Republican Army is 
fighting to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland and unite the 
predominantly Protestant 
province with the Roman Cath- 
olic Republic of Ireland. 


Secret files 

trigger uproar 

Swiss surveillance 


BERN. April 9, ( AP): The retired 
managing editor of a liberal 
Swiss newspaper was not pleased 
to receive word that his political 
reputation is untarnished. 

Paul C Schaffroth is among 
the half-million Swiss and 
foreign nationals who were kept 
under surveillance by Swiss 
police. He demanded his official 
file and got a clean bill of political 
health. 

The existence of the files was a 
secret until last November, when 
the surveillance practice uas dis- 
closed by a Swiss parliamentary 
commission. 

"These methods are unworthy 
of our democracy." Schaffroth. 
69. said in an interview with the 
Associated Press. “1 feel angry 
and concerned.” 

Justice Minister Arnold 
Roller, currently the Swiss 
president, was another promin- 
ent figure listed in the files. 

Roller called the surveillance 
methods "unacceptable and 
amateurish'* but argued that the 
practice originated in the cold 
war and was similar to those 
usedjin other countries. 

word of the files triggered an 
uproar in this country of 6.5 
million, which takes pride in 
being an island of tranquility in a 
troubled world. 

What Roller concedes is "deep 
crisis of confidence" now 
threatens to overshadow next 
year’s events marking the 700th 
anniversary of Switzerland, one 
of the world's oldest 
democracies. 

“Snooping state" has become 
a widely used reference in the 
Swiss press. 

Artists and writers have war- 
ned they may refuse to help 
preparations for next year’s 
jubilee. There have also been 
calls for a boycott of national 
census planned next December. 

“What made us deserve a state 
which is so unsure of itself that its 
concern for security becomes 
paranoid?” Adolf Muschg, a 
prominent Swiss novelist, asked 
at a protest rally in Bern Iasi 
month. 

More than 300,000 people so 
far have asked the federal 
prosecutor's office for copies of 
their file cards, if they exist. Ans- 
wering the letters will take at least 
until the end of this year. 

The government is under pres- 


sure to release the full dossiers on 
which the file cards are based, 
and officials warn that will take 
many more months. 

Schaffroth. formerly of Der 
Bund newspaper in Bern, is 
among less than 30.000 people 
who have received an answer to 
date. 

More than two decades of 
state surveillance- established, 
among other things, that he w as 
once invited by the Chinese 
embassy to watch a movie on 
panda bears. 

Schaffroth's file also notes 
that he once took part in a press 
trip to China, and that as a city 
councillor in charge of police he 
once received a letter on the visit 
ofa Soviet delegation. 

Published excerpts of other 
files suggest surveillance focused 
on contacts with left-wing circles 
and travels to communist coun- 
tries. 

But even a liking for beer or 
watching street theater was 
recorded in the files. And park- 
ing a car near an anti-nuclear 
rally could lead to an entry in the 
secret dossier of its owner. 

Further disclosures of secret 
files both in (he justice and 
defence ministries have added 
heat to the debate. They include 
“suspects" who were to be inter- 
ned or restricted in movement in 
case of war or tensions. 

Particularly startling was the 
discovery in die Justice Ministry 
of data on thousands of foreign 
children who vacationed in Swit- 
zerland in theearly postwar years 
under a Red Cross charity 
programme. ‘ 

Hubert Bucher, secretary-gen- 
eral of the Swiss Red Cross, said 
the records were turned over to 
the government because of lack 
of space. He denied official sug- 
gestions that the Red Cross had 
offered them for possible use by 
Swiss counter-intelligence. 

“A storm of mistrust is sweep- 
ing the country,” Defence Mini- 
ster Kaspar ViUiger told a con- 
gress of his conservative radical 
Democratic Party Iasi month. 

The scandal has been the 
prime topic in letters to the 
nation's newspapers since Jan- 
uary. Recently there has been a 
backlash, with many defending 
surveillance — for example as a 
means of crime control. 


Soviet military strength continues to pose a potential threat to Japan 


TORYO. April 9, (AP): The Soviets con- 
tinue to pose a potential military threat to 
Japan, a top Japanese defence official said 
today. 

Akira Hiyoshi, chief of the bureau of 
defence policy in the defence agency, noted 
that the Soviet Union recently announced 
cuts in its Asian military forces, some of 
which have already been realised. 

But the Soviets have also taken steps - 
including modernisation of weaponry. 


Hiyoshi told a lower bouse budget com- 
mittee session. 

“This will be a potential threat to our 
country.” though Japan does not believe 
the Soviet Union actually has aggressive 
intentions toward it. Hiyoshi said. 

Hiyoshi's comments came during a 
committee session on Japan’s fiscal 1990 
budget. 

The spending plan calls for 4.16 trillion 
yen (S29.3 billion) in defence outlays, an 


increase ol about 6 per cent from the 
previous fiscal year. 

Japanese officials have said the increase 
is needed to improve housing and living 
conditions of the self defence forces and 
help meet US demands that Japan pay 
more or all of the cost of maintaining 
50,000 US troops in the country. 

Military spending remains a sensitive 
topic in Japan, whose posl-World War 11 


constitution bans offensive military 
capability and renounces war as a means of 
settling international disputes. 

Hiyoshi's comments came in response 
to questions from Shoichi Ichikawa, a leg- 
islator from the opposition Komeito 
(clean government) Party, who asked 
whether the government had revised its 
view of the military threat posed by the 
Soviets in light of reduced superpower 
tensions.

LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, April 9, (AP): First- 
rouad election results in the liberal republic of 
Slovenia indicated today that the first freely elected 

S resident since 1945 would be picked in a runoff 
e tween a reformed communist and a conservative 
secessionist 

With 90 per cent of the ballots from Sunday’s 
presidential elections counted, communist can- 
didate Milan Kucan led with 44.5 per cent and Joze 
Pucnik of the right-of-centre Demos opposition 
coalition was second with 26.1 percent 


Independent candidate Ivan Krambergcr, con- 
sidered an 


an outsider before the elections, was third 


with 18.8 per cent, and Liberal Party candidate 
Marko Dernsar trailed fourth with 10.5 per cent 

Since Neither Kucan nor Pucnik received an 
absolute majority of more than 50 per cent of votes 
in Sunday’s polling, they will meet in a runoff on 
April 22. 

An estimated Li million Slovenians, or 75 per 
cent of eligible voters, voted in the first multiparty 
elections in Yugoslavia since World War II. They 
chose among 17 parties for the new Slovenian 
parliament and among four candidates for 
president. 

The first-round results “suggest that Slovenians 


have opted for a peaceful transition from a single- 
party monopoly to a parliamentary democracy,” 
Kucan, a key engineer of the republic’s road io 
democracy, told the Associated Press. 

Pucnik, a former dissident who spent seven years 
in Slovenian prisons in the 1950s for his opposition 
to communism, said he was confident of winning the 
runoff “because those who voted for Krambergcr 
and D emsar will now probably vote for me.”

The party's chief rival, the 
liberal league ofFree Democrats, 
was a distant second with 92 
seats, according to results issued 
by the national vote counting 
center. 

The Socialist Party created by 
communist reformers who 
initiated democratic changes in 
Hungary that led to free elec- 
tions, was fourth with 8.55 per 
cent of the vote and 33 beats. 

After the first round March 25, 
the Democratic Forum had only 
a slight edge over the Free 
Democrats, but finished yester- 
day with 42.75 per cent of the 
vote compared to 23.83 for the 
Free Democrats. Formal final 
results were not expected before 
tomorrow. 


The Smallholders who were 
third with 43 seats had 1 1.14 per 
cent of the vote, and the Chris- 
tian Democrats were tied for fifth 
at 21 mandates and 5.44 per cent. 

The League of Young 
Democrats, which is 
ideologically closest to the Free 
Democrats, was tied with the 
Christian Democrats. 

Another 1 1 seats were divided 


among six independents, four 
candidates who were supported 


by more than one party and one 
candidate of the splinter 
Agrarian Federation. 

The conservative victory was 
the second in free elections in the 
Soviet bloc. In East Germany, 
where Eastern Europe’s first free 
elections were held March 18, 
conservatives also gained a dear 
victory.

Leaders still squabbling 


EAST BERLIN, April 9, (AP): Weary East Ger- 
man y nego tia tors resumed talks today on bufldinga 
coalition government among political parties that 
have differing views on unification with West Ger- 
many. 

More than three weeks after East Germany’s first 
free elections on March 18, party leaders were still 
squabbling over the new cabinet. The political 


stalemate has led to increasing tensions in a country 
already struggling against economic collapse.

BEI RUT, April 9, (AP): The Palestinian group led by Abu Nidal said 
yesterday that plans to free at least three French and Belgian hostages 
were proceeding, but warned that statements by the Belgian justice 
minister countered an agreement reached in negotiations. 

The statement delivered to a Western press agency quoted Wafid 
Khaled, Beirut spokesman for Falah-RevoJutionary Council, assaying 
that the release of Mrs Jacqueline Valente, her boyfriend Fernand 
Houtekins and their daughter Sophie bom in captivity was “proceed- 
ing according to plan.” 

^ “We shall announce the date and place of their release in due time." it 
said. 

The group first announced Friday that three on the eight hostages it 
holds would be released in response to a plea by ‘Libyan leader Col. 

Moammar Khaddafi. 

But its latest statement criticised Belgian Justice Minister Melchior 
Wathelet for “renegaging in public statements on commitments made 
during unannounced, negotiations.” 

Khaled did not mention the minister by name, but added; “It is 
necessary that he correct these statements, otherwise I shall find myself 
obligated to publish the minutes of the negotiations with the officials of 
legal representatives of the Belgian government, which included the 
justice minister himself." 

The statement did not give any other details. 

Wathelet said after a cabinet meeting in Brussels Friday that he had 
made no promises to obtain the release of the hostages. 

On Thursday the government said in a statement that it was pleased 
with KJiaddafi's caU fqr the release of all hostages. 

“But' the attack on the numstei suggested the other Belgian 'hostages 
seized by Abu Nidal’ygroup off a boat with Ms Valente and her Belgian 
boyfriend would not be freed. 

The Friday statement had attacked the Belgian government for not 
making a serious effort to free the hostages, saying only France and 
Khaddail had taken the initiative on the issue.

Abu Nidal announced on Nov 8, 1987 that it had seized a group of 
hostages from the French yacht Silco ofT the Gaza Strip and accused 
them of collaborating with Israel’s Mossad intelligence agency.

TEL AVIV. April 9,t AP): Three 
Israeli soldiers testified yesterday 
that the) were told that orders to 
break' lhe bones of Palestinian 
prisoners came from a high 
echelon. One said he believed the 
orders originated with then- 
Del'ence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

The soldiers reserve Sgts 
Guv Neeman, Amiram Avirosh 
anti Ronen Ferber - were called 
as defence witnesses in the court 
martial of Col. Yehuda Meir, the 
former commander of the Israeli 
troops in the Nablus area of the 
West Bank. 

Meir. 38, who left the army in 
1989. is charged with ordering 
soldiers lo break the limbs of 
detainees taken into custody in 
the West Bunk villages of Bella 
and Hawwara in January 1988. 

The trial began lost month 
after state attorney Yosef Hansh 
overturned an army recommen- 
dation to allow Meir lo resign 
from the Army and avoid court 
martial. 

Col. Menashe Finkelstein. 
chief prosecutor of the Army, 
suggested in cross-examination 
of the defence witnesses that the 
orders had in fact originated 
from the officers in the field. 

Bui al the start of the trial. 
Meir was quoted by the Hada- 
shot newspaper as sugesling the 
orders to break bones originated 
from a higher echelon. 

“The entire leadership of the 
Israeli defence forces from the 
defence minister through the 
chief of staff and other comman- 
ders ... will have to answer ques- 
tions they may wish to silence,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

At the third session of his trial, 
Meir sat impassively, often s mul- 
ing to himself or turning to his 
wife, as the three soldiersdetailed 
the brutal actions in Beita on the 
night of Jan 19 and Hawarra two 
days later.

According to Avirosh, the 
Beita incident began when the 
company went to investigate a 
firebomb attack.

“They were lying on the 
ground, screaming and crying 
and whimpering. Afterwards, we 
were in shock. 1 couldn't believe 
that I behaved this way. It was 
like a horror," he r ^counted. 

He said the company com- 
mander, identified only as Eldad, 
talked to Lhe soldiers after the 
incident and told them “it was 
not easy for him to give us this 
order. 

Recalled Avirosh: “(Eldad 
said) it was immoral, but the 
order came from high up. 1 think 
be. said from the defence mini- 
ster.” 

Rabin, who resigned last- 
month when the Labour Party 
left the coalition government, 
told a news conference on Jan 19. 
1988, that the Array had orders 
to quell riots with “force, power 
and blows.” 

Rabin subsquently said the 
policy was intended to quell riots 
without gunfire and denied that 
he authorised the breaking of 
prisoners' bones. 


Hundreds of pelicans die 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. April 9, (AP): About 
250 pelicans washed up dead on Israeli beaches 
yesterday and Nature officials said they had apparen- 
tly drowned from exhaustion. Israel television said. 

Another 200 were found expiring but alive, the 
television said. Inspectors from the Society for the 
Protection of Nature rounded these up and began 
trying to save them. 

Officials from the society suspected mass poison- 
ing at first, but autopsies done on the beaches deter- 
mined that they simply drowned, probably from 
exhaustion, the TV said. 

“This is not poisoning that happened here, and iiis 
not a disease. It's exhaustion and the truth is they 
drowned,” said Dr Aranon Lavov.a veterinarian for 
the society. 

Israel is a major migration route for birds return- 
ing to Europe from winter feeding in Africa and the 
pelicans apparently were blown out to sea in a storm 
on their way north, Lavov said. 

They probably became exhausted over the sea and 
could not continue their flight, he said.

Palm Sunday marred by fighting 

Rival Shiites clash in south Beirut 


BEIRUT, April 9, (Agencies): Christian worship- 
pers braved sniper fire to attend Palm Sunday 
religious services in shell-pocked churches, but 
inter-Christian firelights stopped relief workers 
from pulling rotting corpses Irom a Beirut bat- 
tlefield. 

And in Beirut's sprawling southern suburbs, rival 
Shiite Muslims from the pro-Syrian Ama! militia 
and the Iranian-backed Hezbollah movement 
fought a street battle that left three people dead and 
three wounded, security officials said. 

The rival Shiites fired machine guns and rocket- 
propelled grenades in the three-hour skirmish in the 
residential areas of Shiyah and Ghobeiri. the 
officials said. 

It was not known what caused the inter-Shiite 
violence to Hare. Hezbollah and Amal have balded 
for more than three years for leadership of Leban- 
on's 1 .5 million Shiite M uslims. 

In southern Lebanon, artillerly shells fired from 
the Israeli-proclaimed security zone hit six Shiite 
villages around the market town of Nabatiyeh. 33 
miles (53 km) southeast of Beirut, police said. One 
person was killed and six wounded in the bombard- 
ment, police said. 

In Christian East Beirut, children in white gar- 
ments and waving candles and olive branches led 
flocks of Christian faithful past front lines, where 
Lroops from rival Christian forces brandished 
machine guns and anti-armour rockets.

Military sources loyal to Aoun said workers of the 
Lebanese Red Cross were caught in crossfire at the 
devastated town of Qlaiaat in the mountainuous 
district of Kesrouwane, 12 miles (19 km) northeast 
of Beirut as the rescuers tried to recover seven 
decaying bodies from the battleground. 

“While the Red Cross tried to pull the militia 
corpses, gunmen advanced and attempted to boost 
their positions." a spokesman of Aoun's army said.

US Senate delegation 
in Damascus talks 

DAMASCUS, April 9, (Agencies): A US Senate delegation headed by 
minority leader Robert Dole arrived in Damascus yesterday at the start 
ofa Middle East tour centred on regional peace efforts and the plight of 
Western hostages held in Lebanon. 

Dole and five other senators were welcomed at the airport by Foreign 
Minister Farouq AI Shara. Officials said Dole held talks later with 
Shara and was scheduled to meet President Hafez Al Assad before 
leaving for Cairo today. 

“lam here to learn about Syria. We know that Syria is a key country 
in the peace process if it (the process) is to succeed.” said Dole, who met 
President George Bush on Friday, 

The Senate Republican leader said in response to a question that his 
mission carried no specific initiative towards bringing peace to the 
Middle East. 

Dole said Lhe fate ! 7 Western hostages in Lebanon, where Syria is the 
main foreign power broker, would be discussed during his talks in 
Damascus. Eight .Americans and ihree Britons are among those 
believed held by pro-Iranian Muslim millanls. 

Dole, his fellow Republicans Alan Simpson, James McClure, Frank 
Murkowski and Charles Grassley. and Democrat Howurd Meizen- 
baum will also visit Jordan and Israel. 

Reports from the Jordanian capital said a silent procession is to be 
held on Wednesday 10 protest the visit of the US Senators. 

Representatives from the Arab-American anti-discrimination com- 
mittee will lead the procession in which the Mayor of Jerusalem Rouhi 
.Al Khalib and expelled Palestinians will take part. 


CAIRO. April 9. t Agencies): 
H ans-J ochen V ogel. chairman of 
West Germany*;, Social 
Democratic Party, said yester- 
day he believed Egypt was doing 
its utmost to defuse tension 
created by the Iraqi president's 
threat to use chemical weapons 
against Israel if attacked. 

Vogel spoke at a news con- 
ference at the end of his two-day 
visit during which he met with 
Presidem Hosni Mubarak, 
Foreign Minister Esmai Abdel- 
Meguid and their officials. 

The German opposition 
leader flew in from Israel where 
he said he got the impression that 
if Shimon Peres would succeed in 
forming a government, an 
tsraeli-Palesiinian dialogue “will 
start in a very limited time.” 

Peres is putting together a 
cabinet that is expected to go to 
parliament next Wednesday for 
approval. 

Asked to comment on Middle 
East peace efforts in the wake of a 
statement by Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein last week in 
which he threatened to destroy 
half of Israel if the Jewish state 
attacked his country. Vogel 
replied: “Of course the Israelis I 
met expressed concern about 
this, but I think Egypt and the 
president of Egypt did in a very 
responsible way what was possi- 
ble lo bring this irritation to an 
end. 

“WTaat was possible under the 
given circumstances was done,” 
to prevent Hussein’s statement 
from damaging the peace 
process. 

He said he understood from 
talks in Egypt that “there are 
some explanations why the 
president of Iraq was upset by 
this or ihat.” in connection to his 
threat. 

In making the threat, Hussein 
charged that Israel sought to 
attack his country. His statement 
came after the United States and 
Britain accused Iraq of trying to 
violate export controls by smug- 
gling capacitaiors that could be 
used in atomic bomb triggers. 

“I made it completely clear 
that we dislike threats,” Vogel 
said. 

“1 said that with regard to the 
use of chemical weapons. 1 say

he said in an apparent reference 
to Israel which is reported to pos- 
sess nuclear weapons. 

Vogel expressed his absolute 
opposition to settlement of 
Soviet Jews in Israeli -occupied 
Arab territories. 

Vogel emphasised that the 
Soviet Jews have the right to 
emigrate to Israel, but stressed 
his Socialist Democratic Party 
opposes their settlement in the 
occupied Arab lands and has 
informed Israeli leaders of this 
stance. 

He said his talks with 
President Mubarak covered the 
stalled Middle East peace 
process. German unification and 
issues pertaining to Egyptian 
economy. 

Vogel said he discussed with 
President Mubarak and with 
Israeli leaders during his visit to 
occupied Palestine last week 
cun-ent Israeli brutalities against 
the intifada.

Religious parlies, which had sworn 
loyaltv to the rightist Likud Party of 
caretaker Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
began softening their tone towards Peres, 
who is trying to break a 60-60 deadlock in 
the 120-seat parliament. 

Analysts said the rabbis' desire to secure 
money for their religious institutions 
would override any ideological considera- 
tions. 


Peres has vowed that the cabinet he 

? resents Lo parliament for approval on 
/ednesday will accept a US peace 
proposal to push stalled Arab-lsrueli 
peace efforts forward. 

“Wc will form a stable government that 
will focus on two central issues, peace 
negotiations and immigration,” Peres said 
yesterday. 

It was his most rewarding day since 
President Chaim Herzog asked him to 
form a government three weeks ago.

Ethiopian air raids on Masawa 

NAIROBI, April 9, (Reuter): At least 24 civilians were killed and 75 
wounded yesterday as Ethiopian air force jets bombarded tbe rebel-held 
Red Sea port of Masawa, rebel radio monitored in Nairobi reported 
today. 

The Voice of the Broad Masses of Eritrea radio said four Soviet-made 
MiG jets repeatedly attacked a densely populated area of Masawa.

Company owners criticise restrictions 


THE Ministry of Social Affairs 
and Labour has no intention to 
amend the new labour law of the 
private sector that- has been in 
effect for the past year. 

Speaking on the issue, 
Mohammed Shabnan AJ 
Thamer, assistant under- 
'ecretary at the ministry com- 
mented that the ministerial 
decision organising work per- 
mits had been supported by a 
section of people and rejected by 
others. Specifically, he said there 
is strong opposition to the 
decision not to allow- workers to 
transfer from one company to 
another in the private sector until 




the worker had completed three 
years of service with the original 
sponsor. 

However, the official said that 
the ministry has decided to abide 
by the decision, as it has many 
si five aspects compared to a 
cw negative consequences. 
Thamer said: “We seek to 
achieve stability in the labour 
market and to strengthen the 
contractual agreements between 
the worker and his employer." 

An exception to the rule, the 
official said is accorded to work- 
ers engaged in contracting com- 
panies who are granted permis- 
sion in certain circumstances to 


transfer to a new sponsor prior to 
completing the mandatory three 
years period of service. As a fur- 
ther form of assistance, the min- 
istry also permits expatriates 
who hold family residences to 
transfer them to work permits. 
Workers are also permitted to 
transfer rheir work permits to 
other employers if their original 
companies close business or stop 
working.

The decision, whichis new, has 
many positive aims, primarily 
the one Labored to achje-..' an 
optimum population mix and to 
encourage national manpower 


and workers from the GCC 
stales to take up employment in 
the private sector. It is further 
designed to eradicate the trading 
in work permits and control the 
excess labour force. 

However, Thamer disclosed 
that the number of work permits 
issued this year, are more than 
those issued during the same 
period last year andis vivid proof 
that the authorities do noL 
oppose employers in developing 
their projects. The ministry 
agrees to all legi timate employers 
to bring in additional workers 
where the need is genuine, the 
official added. 

Meanwhile, a number of 


owners and directors of compan- 
ies and establishments in the 
private sector were critical of the 
new labour law and described it 
as being restrictive and said that 
it fringes on the rights of workers 
who want to relocate to other 
services in the private sector. 
These owners commented that 
the employer has no legal auth- 
ority to compel the worker to 
work for a continud period of 
three years. They said that both 
the employer and the employee 
should be allocated a trial work- 
ing period of three months to 
ascertain that they are capable of 
continuing fruitfully the working 
relation. 


Oil reserves 
to last over 
100 years: report 

ABU DHABI, April 9, 
(Opecna): The oil reserves of 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait and the 
United Arab Emirates will last 
more than 100 years, according 
to the Dubai Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry. 

A new study made by the 
chamber said that the Saudi 
reserves would last 136 years, 
while those of Kuwait and the 
United Arab Emirates would do 
so for 206 and 173 years respec- 
tively. 

The reserves, together with 
thoseof other Gulf Co-opera lion 
Council (GCC) states — Qatar, 
Bahrain and Oman — stood at 

455.4 billion barrels in 19S8, 
about 45.9 per cent of the world 
total. 

The UAE. the study said, was 
the second largest GCC oil 
producer in 1 988 with an average 
daily output of 1.5 million B/D. 
In terms of gas production, it 
.•ame fourth in the region with 
~'7.5 biiiion cu. u. t olaj GCC gas 
output was 774.5 billion cu. ft. 

The report put the UAE 
second to Saudi Arabia in oil 
export earnings, eight billion 
dollars against the kingdom's 
19.6 billion. 

GCC domestic product 
totalled 139.2 billion dollars, 
while its foreign assets stood at 

117.5 billion, according to the 
study.

Municipal meeting 

THE Minister of State for Mun- 
icipal affairs Mohammad A1 
Sayed Abdul Mohsen A1 Refai 
presided over a meeting of the 
ministerial -service committee, 
which contains on its board the 
Minister of State for Housing 
Affairs Naser A1 Roudhan, 
Communications Minister 
Abdullah A1 Sharhan.

The committee also discussed 
the charges to be levied on the 
farmers for the services to be 
provided, which will undoub- 
tedly contribute to raising the 
productivity level in agricultural 
farms, in line with the recom- 
mendations adopted by the 
members of the committee.

THE telephone exchanges of 
emergency, lire and ambulance 
department will be unified, a 
local daily quoted a security 
official as saying. He clarified 
that the proposed project aims at 
giving a unified number for 
receiving any call of emergency, 
fire or ambulance.

Merchants at Shuwaikh 
market bemoan problems 

Report price increases: Meshaan . 


MERCHANTS at the Vegetable and Fruit Market 
in Shuwaikh said that despite assurances from 
officials to resolve problems at the market, no firm 
action has been taken. ■ • 

A local daily interviewed officials and merchants 
and said that officials categorically deny that there is 
any problem with the distribution of stalls and 
commented that merchants who reached strongly to 
the problem have refused stalls and have given them 
up freely. 

The General Controller of Shuwaikh and Jahra 
Central Markets, Mohammed Al Meshaan stated 
that treatment is justly applied to all without excep- 
tions. He said that some senior owners exaggerate 
the problem. He added that prior to forming the 
Municipality Affairs Committee in 1987, the system 
was not properly organised and lacked specific 
regulations and control. This resulted in some 
owners possessing several stalls. 

Streamlining 

A new decision issued by the committee 
streamlined the functions and regulations andgave 
all equal opportunities in owning stalls. The official 
said that priority in allocating stalls is given to the 
most senior merchants due to their long experience 
in the field. In this respect, 80 square meters of stalls 
were distributed to senior merchants and 40 square 
meters to new merchants. 

A number of merchants stated that Sheds 1 and 3 
at the vegetables and fruits market are inactive as 
compared to Shed 2. Officials commented that most 
merchants who have received stalls at Sheds I and 3 
refused to w’ork, or refused to receive their stalls. 

Price*. 

Meshaan said that the Municipal Affairs Com- 
mittee has reorganised the market to assists con- 
sumers to shop at one place without the need to 


travel to other sheds. He said thathe agreed that this 
method did create some disadvantages, but the issue 
will be redressed during the coming days. 


The official attributed the rise in prices at the 
market to the merchants greed for seeking higher 
profits and added that the consumer protection 
offices are open round the clock and called on the 
public not to hesitate to voice their complaints with 
respect to higher prices. 

He pointed out that the department had issued 
199 citations to merchants last Feb and 97 during 
March 1990. Meshaan said that a plan is under way 
to standardise specifications to unit containers on 
weight and size basis and the project is to be 
implemented in all GCC states. 

Meetings 

Nouri Abdul Al Noori. one of the senior mer- 
chants said that he has been working in this field 
since 1958 and indicated that since he located to the 
Shuwaikh market he had never occupied the same 
stall. He said that-senior merchants are now intend- 
ing to hold meetings as they have come to the 
conclusion that the Municipal Affairs Committee is 
not extending merchants any facilities. 

Abdul Mehsen Ali Al Wazan. who inherited the 
business from his father said that many new mer- 
chants cheat the customers both in weight and prices 
and consequently, customers have come to distrust 
owners. This has consequently reflected negatively 
on the level of sales. He cited an example oflow sales 
by pointing out that in the past the vegetables and 
fruits market received over 100 freezer trucks daily, 
but this has reduced drastically. Most merchants 
have given up this type of profession, particularly 
national manpower which is replaced by, non- 
Kuwaiti merchants. 


Haphazard storage causing 
fires: Shuwaikh fire chief 


Violators to be fined 


THE commander of the fire 
brigade in charge of the 
Shuwaikh and Farwaniya indus- 
trial area Lt Col. Hameed Bah- 
men has said that the problems 
facing the area under his scope of 
operation are many, criticising 
the failure by some owners of 
companies and stores to comply 
with the conditions of storage. 

He said that the Shuwaikh 
Industrial area is considered a 
high-risk area as it is afflicted 
with the frequency of fire out- 
breaks. He urged citizens to clear 
the roads and avoid crowding 
around fire-sites to facilitate the 
passage of fire-engines in time to 
keep things under control. 

Hesaid that most fires al home 
are caused by inattention to chil- 
dren, who are left to mess around 
with matches unwatched by 
parents or the maids who are 
frequently put in charge of them 
while the parents are out. 

He also said that the reasons 
for the high frequency of fires in 
summer include high tem- 
peratures. failure to comply with 
storage conditions, the empti- 
ness and bordom experienced by 
children during the summer 
vacation, while electrical 


appliances and matches are at 
hand. 

Bab men pointed out that cars 
will occasionally catch fire dur- 
ing the summer due to the extra 
temperature load on the engine 
caused by the continuous opera- 
tion of in-built air-conditioning 
systems, or the electrical 
overloads caused by the too 
many connections to the car's 
power system, as practised by 
youths who soup up their audio 
systems. 

He blamed the erroneous 
stacking patterns when material 
is stored as a causative factor in 
fires and said this also hampers 
free movement of firemen and 
complicates the fire fight. It is 
also a direct cause for the spread 
of fire to neighbouring areas. 
Bahmen said. 

The area has a special commit- 
tee of specialists who investigate 
the details of seemingly 
ambiguous fires to establish 
whether the fire was intention- 
ally lit or started for namral 
reasons, Bahmen said. 

He pointed out that some peo- 
ple will intentionally set fire to 
finer stores or shops or even cars 
to avoid being caught for crimes 


they have perpetrated such as 
embezzlement, or theft, but the 
committee will be able to foil 
their intentions and bring the 
guilty to justice. 

He said that the fire brigade 
has modem fire-fighting engines 
and rescue equipment fitted with 
extendable ladders that could 
reach high-rise buildings consist- 
ing of 20 storeys. 

He added that the firemen are 
well-trained and are continually 
sent to special training courses 
abroad to polish their skills and 
keep in touch with the latest tech- 
nologies in this field. 

He stressed the need for all 
owners of companies or stores to 
organise the process of storing, 
keep power installations away 
from Inflammable material, 
insulate the contents of the store, 
and install automated water 
sprinkling networks. 

He added that special inspec- 
tors will regularly visit stores and 
companies toensure thatmethod 
of storage and assortment of 
goods complied with the Kuwait 
Fire Department code, adding 
that violations will be punished 
by fines ranging from KDI50 to 
1,500. 


Mobile 
phones 
dearer 
in Kuwait 

THOUGH mobile telephones 
have recently been introduced in 
the country, walking in Kuwait 
gives one the impression that 
such services have been a part 
and parcel of the daily scene in 
the country for decades. 

.Consequently, the increasing 
demand for these sets has seen 
their prices rise as also subscrip- 
tion and fees. To determine the 
ramifications, a local daily con- 
ducted a poll. 

Adnan Ashkanani stated that 
he had used mobile telephone 
services during the past few years 
and commented that the pager 
device is the best due to its light 
weight, in -addition to many 
inbuilt characteristics. With res- 
pect to mobile fixed telephones, 
he said that this device can be 
taken to diwaniyas and outside 
gatherings. However, he said 
that the reception leaves a lot to 
be desired. 

Unfair 

On the pricing structure, he 
said that one device sells for as 
much as KD 1,750. He said that 
with the increase in subscription 
fees, more users are selling their 
sets and called on officials at the 
Mobile Telephone Company to 
look intolhe feasibility of lower- 
ing the prices of these devices. He 
said that givinga subscriber only 
20 minutes calling time is unfair. 

Hesaid that in the nearby Gulf 
states, prices were far cheaper 
and restrictions on time were 
more pragmatic. He cited the 
case of Bahrain where a mobile 
telephone costs 700 Bahraini din- 
ars. 

Ahmad Al Ibrahim, another 
owner said that he had purchased 
a mobile telephone set five years 
ago, but with the increase in 
prices of subscription fees and- 
problems related to calling time, 
he was considering selling his set. 
He added that the price of the 
ministry telephone services have 
increased as they do not have 
restrictions on calling time. He 
called for opening another 
mobile telephonecompany in the 
country to improve customer 
services. 


Students union 
meets rector 

WITHIN its. efforts to revise the 
credit hours system regulations 
adopted in 1986, Kuwait 
National Students Union paid a 
■visit recently to Kuwait Univer- 
sity Rector Dr. Shuaib Abdullah 
to up the dialogue over such an 
issue. The union's delegation was 
comprising the chairman of the 
union Naser Al Einazi and the 
chairman or Students Affairs 
Committee at the Union Naser 
Bareh. 

In an interview with a local 
dailv, Al Einazi was quoted as 
saymg that the discussions with 
the university rector concen- 
trated on the university’s admin- 
istration move for the solving of 
this issue m view of the dan- 
gerous outcome from the 
application of the credit hours 
system regulations since 1986.

JASSEM AL NABHAN, the 
well-known Kuwaiti actor is one 
of the few who take time to do 
children shows and is widely 
admired. Children recognise his' 
“friendly Jassem” in the non- 
si op serial “Open Sesame” which 
is based on lines from the famous 
“Sesame Street”. In it. he advises 
and encourages children to learn 
in a gradual manner and 
provides guidelines to pronun- 
ciation. 

He admitted that his latest 
serial last Ramadan “The 
Greedy” was not successful and 
speaking candidly said: “This 
serial was a disaster and 1 
hesitated to take the role of the 
greedy man but TV authorities 
convinced the actors to add a 
touch of personal flavour, and it 
would be a success. However, 
sadfiyitwasnot” ;■> 

In his radio programme “Chil- 
dren’s Comer* children call him 
“Baba Jassem" where he invites 
them to join him at thestudioand 
tells them fairy tales. Jassem’s 
style is to reach out to children in 
a simple manner so that children 
of all ages can enter the wonder- 
ful life of imaginary characters. 

His spontaneous response to 
children while acting on stage 
grows higher and higher as the 
character engulfs his personality. 
His last role on stage for children 
was this year in “Fish and Fisher- 
man.” I might mention that I 
have seen my niece drifting into a 
world of her own while watching 
him in this programme with 
intense interest 

Favourites 

Jassem’s favourite type of act- 
ing in on stage. He feels the stage 
is where his roots are and takes 
time from his sched ule to go back 
again and agate to perform. He 
began his acting career on stage 
as a hobby at the tender age of 1 4 
at school. In 1964 he joined the 
Popular. Theatre working back 
stage and gradually got involved 
until he became a stage actor and 
director- Since then and up to 
1968, he attended lessons impar- 
ted by Zakhi T umi im ma f the 
well known Egyptian stage actor 
and director. He attributes his 
success to Tulimmat and was 
honoured with a certificate from - 
Tulimmat for his role in “Haas 
Al Mamlouk" in 1975 in Egypt 
However, it was not until 1984 
when he played his best role on 
stage in “Dakar Al Sa’a" that 
Jassem was on his way to success. 



• He feds that many a time the 
essence of stage is lost in com- 
mercial productions an d the mes- 
sage to the audience is quite con- 
tradictory to social values. 
Young audiences are treated to 
todays trends and many short 
stories or parts about the 
Kuwaiti heritage lose -their 
appeal to these trends. So young- 
sters are left with no knowledge 
of their country’s beautiful 
heritage. 

About acting he said, an acting 
career is very tiring. Jasssem does 
not contradict hims elf with the 
character. 

Essence 

Jassem who performed more 
than 50 rales on stage, has the 
lion's share of radio program- 
mes, such as Cultural Ency- 
clopedia. Top Stars, Bedouin 
serials and Window of History. 

Jassem who sounded serious 
when asked why he does not act . 
in Kuwaiti films, replied, that he 
would not mind acting in a 
Kuwaiti film but that would 
depend on the script, finance and ■ 
good location. 

.. He added that three Kuwaiti 
films were produced and all had 
the same stories, though our 


heritage is full of different 
episodes. Jassem said that he is 
working on some serials, but 
declined to give details saying 
that they are intended as a surpr- 
ise for TV spectators. 

Jassem with deep brown eyes, 
wheatish complexion, good 
looks and composed character is g 
now 45 years old. He is married 
and has three sons and four 
daughters. He does not wear a 
wedding ring and commented 
that he attributes it to the habit of 
taking the ring off while acting. 

So eventually, he got into the 
habit of taking it off completely 
instead of wearing it. A heavy 
smoker he admitted that he can 
stop for a Couple of months. He 
loves wearing classical suits out- 
side Kuwait and believes in file 
evil-eye. He drives an old Buick 
81 and turns deaf when told to 
change his car for a new one: 
Jassem feds young at heart even 
Ihougfr his eldest son is married. 

J ‘ Likes and dislikes 

Being a typical Leo, he loves 
his home. He is also fond of the 
sea and feels at home when is on a 
boat as he enjoys cooking fish 
with rice. He is not possessive# 
and encourages his wife in the art 
of acting. He disclosed that his 
wife is the Kuwaiti actress Latifa 
Al Faraj. Besides, his love for 
boat outings, he said that he 
spends his holidays in Germany 
where he enjoys nature, weather 
and the company of his friends. 

Queried on his dislikes, Jassem 
cited the heavy demands of 
Kuwaiti women on husbands. 

He further added that women 
here ignore their husbands alter 
havingtheir first child. He added 
that many Kuwait women are 
usually over dressed and blindly 
copy Western fashions. On 
males, he said that he dislikes 
Kuwaiti men who seem more 
intent on being seen in flashy cars 
with girlfriends and wasting their 
time, instead ofbuildinga future. 

What irritates him the most, he j 

said that most of these younger- 
sters cannot afford the car or the 
girlfriend. 

Jassem said that he believes in 
equality between women and 
men and that women are not less 
capable than men. However, he 
added that traditions sometimes 
hinder women from taking up 
more challenging jobs. He said 
that he is against the idea of 
marrying at a young age as it 
usually ends up with divorce. He 
added that the best age for 
marriages is above 24 for both 
men and women in which they 
can shoulder more respon- 
sibilities.

Towards self-sufficiency 


Agricultural produce 
canning plant understudy

KUWAIT is currently conducting a preliminary 
study to determine the viability of setting up an 
agricultural canning plant. 

Authorities are currently involved in conducting 
relevant research on the canning of vegetables and 
fish products in addition to conducting tests on the 
fodder industry. In a move to enhance agricultural 
output, some scientific institutions are studying the 
possibility of developing some agricultural crops 
ideally suited to the country's climatica! conditions. 

Deficit 

The daily AI Seyassah quoted an official as saying 
that the current trend has been adopted in the light 
of Arab shortcomings, including international 
markets in tbe area of food. It added that Arab 
countries import one eighth of the worlds food 
products and one fifth of the world cereal products. 


With the exception of Mauritania and Sudan all 
Arab countries suffer from a deficit in the agricul- 
tural balance of trade and some Arab countries 
considered to be among the agricultural countries 
suffer a 50 per cent deficit of its agricultural needs. 
With respect to the agricultural balance of trade, 
such deficit in the GCC countries amounts to 
USS277 per capita. 

Thus, the GCC countries are keen to increase the 
level of production in the agriculture sector in Arab 
and sisterly states. This need takes on added sig- 
nificance when one considers that foodstuffimpons 
represent three fourths of the Arab imports and 
exceed USS 14 billion, according to 1986 statistics. 

The report added that wheat heads the list of Arab 
imports followed by meat poultry and the value of 
these imports have a value of USS two billion per 
annum. These are followed by tea, coffee and 
tobacco, with sugar fruit, vegetables and oils.

Moscow-Seoul courtship 

North Korea 
feels jilted 

MOSCOW, (Reuter): The flirtation between the Soviet Union and 
capitalist South Korea has blossomed into romance and die-hard 
communist North Korea feels jilted. 

Trade is booming and diplomatic envoys issue visas from commer- 
cial offices. 

In 1 983 Soviet lighters shot down a Korean Boeing747 which strayed 
into Soviet air space, killing all 269 people on board. Last month 
Aeroflot and Korean Air Lines put that behind them and started 
regular flights between Moscow and SeouL 
Only Soviet consideration for North Korea, the 1945 creation of 
Josef Stalin’s Kremlin, prevents the establishment of full diplomatic 
relations between one ofAsia's biggest economies and the stirring giant 
to the north. 

Seoul has been pressing for years for recognition from Moscow, 
perhaps in tandem with US recognition of Pyongyang. 

Relations 


Senior southern politician 
Kim Young-Sam returned from 
Moscow last month March say- 
ing President Mikhail Gorba- 
chev had told him there were no 
obstacles to full relations. 

But the Kremlin still seems 
warry of angering Kim il-Sung's 
absolutist government, though it 
has fewer qualms now about let- 
ting its real feelings be known. 

“it is understood in North 
Korea that the Soviet Union 
should and must have relations 
with South Korea,” Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Yuri 
Gremitskikh told repor 
Friday. 

“The question of diplomatic 
relations is not a priority for 
either side at the moment. But 
there are opportunities for the 
development of practical rela- 
tions,'* he added, citing as an 
example the issuing of visas. 
“This is a very good starting 
point and this can be continued.'' 

“It will take some time, I 
believe,” said Gyong Ro- 
Myung, South Korea's chief

envoy — he has the service rank of ambassador, but his title is head of 
consular department. 

“They say they cannot afford to completely sever ties with North 
Korea and they need time to persuade their ally. We want to see the two

“It is my personal opinion that we will not have to wait long (for 
diplomatic relations), said Vladilen Vorontsov, editor of the 
magazine Problemy Dalnovo Vostoka (Problems of the Far East). 

Recognise 

“We cannot but recognise a country which has become one of the 10 
most developed in the world,” 

But North Korea remains one of the few co mmunis t countries to 
resist the winds of change unleashed by Gorbachev. 

An angry editorial m the official daily Rodong Sinmun on Friday 
blasted its southern rival for trying to cosy up to Moscow and added: 

“It is unthinkable on a normal orbit that the Soviet Union will 
involve itself in the "two Koreas’ policy orrecognising* South Koreain 
contravention of basic principle." 

Meanwhile Moscow-Seoul ties are growing, apparently unham- 
pered by the lack of a formal relationship. 

Trade was $600 million in 1989, more than double the previous year. 
Gong said it was expected to top $1 billion this year. More important 
from Moscow's point of view, the balance was heavily in the Soviet 
Union's favour. 

Gyong's five consular staff operate from the offices of a commercial 
company in a Moscow hotel. But they have diplomatic protection and 
in February they issued their first visa, to Moscow University rector 
Anatoly Logunov.

Now, while radio and television and the more formal publications 
stick to a dead-pan image of fraternal, socialist relations with North 
Korea, independent-minded newspapers are free to criticise.

Palestinians pin hopes on him 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. (Reuter): Many 
Palestinian leaders say Israeli Prime Minister-desig- 
nate Shimon Peres can push smiled Arab-Isracli 
peace efforts forward if he succeeds in forming a 
government this week. 

Arabs in the occupied territories, and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation, voice general distrust 
of Israeli leaders' peace intentions but say the 
Labour Party is a more likely negotiating partner 
than the right-wing Likud. 

“A new government led by Peres would be a 
serious first step towards promoting peace,” said 
Sari Nusseibeh, a leading Palestinian nationalist in 
the West Bank. 

Nusseibeh says he believes proposed Pales tini an- 
Israeli peace talks in Cairo could take place weeks 
after the establishment of a government led by 
Labour. 

Peres last month toppled a coalition government 
led by Prime Minister Yitzhak S hami r over the 
right-wing premier’s refusal to endorse US 
proposals for the unprecedented talks. 

Labour leaders say Peres now enjoys the support 
of at least 61 deputies, enough to give him a 
par liame ntary majority when he submits his govern - 
men t for approval on Wednesday. 

For the first time in the 42-year Arab-Israeli 
conflict many Palestinian and Israeli leaders appear 
close to a common view of the need to negotiate a 
peace settlement 

Unlike any previous government, a Peres-led 
cabinet would include those who support trading 
land for peace and some form of negotiation with 
the Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO), 
officially outlawed by Israel as a terrorist organisa- 
tion. 

Peres, in a scathing attack on Likud leaders a 
week, before the coalition collapsed, said it was 
unrealistic to think the PLO could be excluded from 
peace efforts. 

The new government is likely to include Ezer 
Weizman, Moshe Shahal and Yossi Beilin, who 
openly advocate talks with the PLO. 

Palestinians say that their 28-month revolt 
against Israeli occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip has brought down many barriers that 
separated Palestinians and Israelis for decades. 

They say Israelis now concede the need to 
negotiate with Palestinians instead of Jordan, as 
Labour previously advocated. 

Strengthened by the uprising, Palestinian leaders 
feel enough confidence to voice support for Peres in 
his bid to form a new government next week. 

In an unprecedented step PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat said on Thursday he had asked seven Arab 
members of the Israeli Parliament to support Peres’

bid to secure a parliamentary majority for his gover- 
nment. 

“I have asked Arab deputies present in tile Knes- 
set (Pa: li ament) to vote for Peres and it will be the 
first time this happens,” Arafat told Italian Prime 
Minister Giulio Andreotti during a visit to Rome.

Refugees await peace in Zimbabwe 


TONGOGARA CAMP. Zimbabwe, (Reuter): 
From behind a six-foot (1 .8 metre) high barbed wire 
fence, a. group of Mozambican refugeesstare out at 
the bleached scrubland around their new home in 
neighbouring Zimbabwe. 

Beyond the fence, two Zimbabwean women 
tramp down thepaledust road without turning their 
heads to look at the tattered refugee camp children 
waving through the coils of wire. 

Fences built around refugee camps by the Harare 
government since 1988 have come to symbolise the 
growing hostility between 80,000 Mozambicans 
who fled here to escape civil war at home and the 
Zimbabweans who took them in. 

“(The fence) was put up for their own protec- 
tion,” said Tongogara Camp’s deputy adminis- 
trator, Alexander Sono. “At least this way we can 
monitor things so there is no basis for complaint" 

Government officials decided to fence in the 
camps dotted along the border with Mozambique 
after Mozambican National Resistance (MNR) 
guerrillas said in 1987 they would attack Zimbab- 
wean targets. 

Hundreds of Zimbabweans along the eastern 
border have been killed in raids by the insurgents, 
blamed in their own country for carrying out attacks 
on civilians. 

The state news agency 2ana quoted police as 
saying Mozambican camp inmates also turned ban- 
dit by night, terrorised local people, and harboured 
guerrillas infiltrating. 


Police say that, since 1986, refugees Jutvtj been ( 
Involved in 208 offences,” includmg'stock theff, ' 
housebreaking, ^ -—n 

.Tongogara camp administrator David Mlambo , 
said press reports o'fT refugee violence were exag- 
gerated and the fence was built “just to make sure 
everything is secure.” 

“It wasn’t because of asecurity problem," he said, 
adding that any such problems probably occurred at 
other camps at Nyangoinbe, Nyamatildti.or Maz- 
owe River. He said inmates of Tongogara were not 
allowed out into Zimbabwe. 

Asked if people from Tongogara ever slipped out 
on night raids, he shrugged and said: “Once in a 
while, OK." 

“The country of asylum has responsibility for the 
security ofrefugees, and it’s their prerogative to take 
the measures it considers necessary," said Zimbab- 
we’s representative of the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR), Godfrey 
Sabiti. 

Permission 

He said the UNHCR understood refugees were 
allowed out of the camps if they had permission to 
collect firewood or go to the nearest village 

Over 40,000 people are now penned up at Ton- 
gogara, build for 1 5,000. They say they have enough 
to eat, adequate sanitary and health care and are safe 
from the war. 

Mrjurias Zacarias. a refugee whose weather- 
beaten face is topped by a battered peaked cap, said

Political systems 


SIR: All political systems o p erate within the dynamics 
in which they were conceived and the basic assump- 
tions of their ideological foundations. A progressive 
political system functions analogous to the healthy 
living cells in a body; it generates vitality, energy, and 
infuses energetic flexibility in the progressive potency 
of its competence to the changing political environ- 
ments. Progressive systems mold, change, absorb, 
expand, and function with commendable efficacious 
impacts. On the contrary, ineffective political systems 
operate the same way as unhealthy ecus function: they 
multiply side cells and offer uneroding resistance to 
living vigour. In fact, such systems suffer from body 
politics - actively impaired deficiency syndrome: BP- 
Aid?. They are toxic and are bound to an agonizing 
death. In politics, the prevalence of endless status quo is 
symptomatic of such a scenario. 

Is contemporary Pakistan suffering from BP-Aids? 
Some existing variables suggest that such an illness is 
rampant. However, there are also some signs of the 
recovery of a long-term ailing body-politics. We shall 
examine these scenarios with tactical rationalization 
and abstain from the application of emotiooal pres- 
criptions. Let us look at some of the internal 
problematics. 

Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto has indicated her 
preferrence to conduct education in the different 
provinces in their local languages. This step seems to 
have created a wbirpool effect in various political 
circles. The advocates of Urdu as a national language 
are deeply concerned. Their future political co n cer n s 
and good intentions are quite understandable- They 
view Urdu as a national unifying force in the sobdarity 
of Pakistan, just the same way as they consider Islam a 
unifying ideology. However, the issue of education in 
local languages is not quite so simple.

Another major source of Pakistan's BP-Aids ail- 
ment is the institutional power that, the army has come 
to attain and exercise in the political affairs of the 
country. It seems that the prime minister has made 
several political decisions on the advice of the army. 
Foremost of these decisions is the continuation of 
Pakistan's Afghan policy. Another questionable 
decision has been the much publicized and exuberantly 
expansive Zarb-e Mo men military exercises. The 
government maintained that Zarb-e Momcn was 
aimed at testing new weapons and military prepared- 


ness. In the first place, an army must always be 
prepared; secondly, Pakistan does not have the kmd of 
weapon system that has not been rested before. Zarb-e 
Moreen was a poHtical-anfitaxy exercise that cost the ‘ 
nation a great deal of unnecessary expense; from a 
public deprivations p er spectiv e the s e TOti taty exercises 
were counter-productive. It fas also been observed, an 
amazing phenomenon byitself that the elected govern- 
ment in Islamabad has been inordinately ex pr ess in g 
gratitude to the armed forces for not interfering in the 
restoration, of democracy in Pakistan. The fundamen- 
tal question is: Is this symptomatic of the neurosis of 
Pakistani democracy or has the elected government 
come to realize that (be cancerous growth of miHtary- 
poStical power in the BP-Aidsr ailment of Pafksran is 
hard to dispense with and is here to stay?

Judging public opinion in a relatively closea 
mntry lie Cuba is a highly speculative under- 
taking. 

Cubans would like a more varied TV menu, 
but no one knows for sure what they thinkof 
the Voice of America operation, known as TV 
Marti. For tbatmatter, estimates of support for 
the revolution itself alter 3 1 years differ wildly. 

Like Radio Marti, another Voice of America 

venture, TV Marti's purpose is to provide 
balanced news and entertainment to a country 
where the US government says both a re in short 
supply. 

Listener 

.There is broad disagreement about how 
many listeners Radio Marti has alter five years. 
One dissident described the audience as “mas- 
sive,” but Havana officials call it trifling. 

There are no reliable polls of public sen- 
timent in Cuba. Some people wonder whether 
Castro is as oblivious to the public mood as 
were the Eastern European leaders ousted by 
popular uprising last year. 

Cuban, officials insist they have mechanisms 
that ensure people an opportunity to complain 
pubtidywitnout fear. 

In the Regia section of Havana last Monday, 
local leaders heard dozens of complaints from 
hundreds of citizens. 

Gripes were aired about the transportation 
system and the uneven distribution of goods to 
neighbourhood stores.

- Two days later, a leader of a human rights 
group predicted, no less extravagantly, that 
popular discontent resulting from economic 
hardship will bring Castro down in less than a 
year. 

Whatever the truth, Castro is going all out to 
use the TV Marti issue to rally support. 

There is little doubt many Cubans agree with 
him that the broadcasts, which began March 
27, violate national sovereignty. 

TV Marti, Castro says, is a“gross instrument 
of subversion.” Naming the station after the 
hero of Cuba’s independence struggle, he says, 
is like an American naming a house of prostitu- 
tion for George Washinton.

Iran signs natural gas protocol with Soviet Union 


ATHENS, April 9, (UPIV. Iran will 
resume the export of its natural gas to 
the Soviet Union, after an 11-year 
break, under a new protocol signed 
yesterday, the Islamic Republic News 
Agency said. 

Under the protocol, signed in 
Tehran. Iran is due to export 3 billion 
cubic metres of gas a year to the Soviet 
Union, but the volume could be boos- 
ted to 10 billion cubic metres, an Ima 
dispatch monitored in Athens said. 


The news agency did not say when 
the gas would start flowing across the 
Iran-Soviet border, but an earlier 
report said the exports would be 
resumed in the next few days. 

Iran exported 1 0 billion cubic metres 
of natural gas a year to the Soviets 
during the regime of the late Shah bet- 
ween 1 970 and 1979. butthe spigot was 
turned off on the Iranian side of the 
border in 1979 after Ayatollah 
Khomeini assumed power. 


Khomeini argued that Moscow was 
not paying enough for the gas. The 
Soviets, who have the largest proven 
reserves of natural gas in the world, 
agreed to terminate a deal they signed 
with the Shah, rather than pay more. 

But in June last year, Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev agreed in a meet- 
ing with Iranian President All Akbar 
Hasbemi Rafsanjani in Moscow that 
the Kremlin would pay prices based on 
those available on the world market. 


This ended the 11-year dispute, and 
the past few months were spent ironing 
out a price formula and making tech- 
nical preparations for a resumption of 
the gas sales. 

Regional analysts said Moscow's 
decision to start buying Iranian gas 
again, even though it had an abundant 
supply of its own, was politically 
motivated, not commercially. 

Iran will use its gas sales to pay for 
Soviet goods and services needed to 


implement the current 5-year develop- 
ment plan, running from 1989 to 1994. 

Iranian Oil Minister Gholamreza 
Aqazadeh said Iran expects to earn 
some S300 million a year from the gas 
sales. 

Through accounting arrangements, 
this money wiU/be paid bade to the 
Soviet Union for its technical assis- 
tance to Iran in the building of several 
dams and power stations, boosting the 
capacity of the Isfahan steel mill, and 


other projects. 

The Soviet Union has managed to 
improve its relations with Iran, after a 
dip during the 8-year Gulf war, while 
Tehran’s ties with the United States and 
Britain remained disrupted. 

The protocol signed Sunday foll- 
owed the arrival in Tehran on Thurs- 
day of a delegation of officials from the 
state-owned Soviet Sayuzgazeksport 
Company and the Gas Industry Minis- 
try in Moscow.

ailing Japanese currency. 

G-7 finance mini sters said 
after a meeting in Paris yesterday 
that the yen's current weakness 
was undesirable, but currency 
dealers said in initial reaction 
t that they saw little sign of an 
'intervention pact to support the 
yen. 

The Bank of Japan had sold 
dollars for yen intermittently in 
morning Asian trading today. 

The yen opened in Europe at 
256.70 to the dollar and 1.0810 
marks per 100 yen today after , 
dosing on Friday at 157 25 yen 1 
per dollar in London and 1 .0765 1 
marks per hundred yen in Frank- 
furt 

But it eased back slightly in 
early trading and the Central 
banks intervened. By 0900 
GMT, less than half- an • hour ■ 
after the intervention started, the 
yen was quoted at 156.72 to'thP-' 
dollar and l .9782 mark&pef 1 00.

The review meeting would end 
either Tuesday evening or Wednes- 
day. they said. 

Trade ministers of the biggest 
Western and Third World countries 
aretotneetin Mexico April 19and20 
and theoretically produce fresh ins- 
tructions for the negotiators in Gen- 
eva so several deadlocks can be 
broken. 

Aimed at cutting trade restrictions 
by an average 30 per cent, the talks 
wire launched in Pun la Del Este. 
Uruguay, at the end of 1986 by mem- 
bers of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (Gate).

They said the dollar fell 
because of expectations of cen- 
tral bank intervention to prop up 
the faltering Japanese yen in the 
wake of talks among economic 
policymakers of the major indus- 
trialised nations, known as the 
Group of Seven, in Paris this 
weekend. 

Monetary authorities from 
Britain, Canada. France, West 
Germany. Italy, Japan and the 
United Slates agreed on Satur- 
day that the yen's recent downs- 
wing in world currency markets 
could have “undesirable con- 
sequences.” 

They also promised to keep the 
exchange markets “under 
review” and renewed their com- 
mitment to co-ordinate econ- 
omic policies, including co- 
operation on exchange markets. 

Nihon Keizai Shim bun, lead- 
ing Japanese economic journal, 
reported on its front page this 
morning that central banks from' 
G-7 would conduct co-ordinated 
dollar-selling interventions dur- 
ing today’s tradings to support 
theyen. 

The dollar, which traded at 
143.40 yen at theend of last year, 
surged almost 20 yen during the 
last three months to 160 yen 
before falling back slightly. 

Many., analysts believe, 
however, that some G-7 coun- 
tries are reluctant to help Japan 
prop up its currency because they ■ 
see the yen's weakness as a 
domestic problem. Expectations 
of possible intervention to curb 
the dollar’s rising value, they say, 
are temporarily helping the yen. 

The rebound in prices on the 
Stock Exchange after three mon- 
ths of almost continual decline 
was directly linked to the yen’s 
surge against the dollar, traders 
said. 

The Nikkei average has 
declined over 20 per cart, or 
8,517.94 points, since the end of 
lastyear. 

Kozo Hasunuma, a trader 
with Yamaichi Securities Co. 
attributed the index's surge 
today to a G-7 statement drat 1 
stressed the importance of the 
yen's stability, which he said 
reassured stock investors. 

“The index’s increase slowed 
down in the afternoon when 
some market players sold issues 
forprofit-taking. but as a whole, 
their buying incentive was strong 
throughout the day,” he said. 

An estimated 800 million 
shares changed hands in one of 
lie most active trading days in 
recent weeks. 

In bond dealings, the price of 
the benchmark No. 1 1 9 Japanese 
government bond closed at 86.73 

K s, up from F riday's dose of 
. as bond investors were 
reassured by the yen's strength 
against the dollar. The No. 199‘s 
yield fell to 7 .205 per cent from 
7-275 per cent on Friday. 

Meanwhile, Bank of Japan 
governor Yasushi Mieno told a 
news conference today that the 
yen's weakness was due to 
speculation and that speculative 
pressure in the market would be 
met by co-ordinated G-7 action. 

He emphasised that the Paris 
G-7 meeting was the first in 
which the yen was spedficaly 
mentioned in the communique. 


Bonn to get a big boost through economic union with East 


BONN, West Germany, April 9, (AP): Five 
leading financial institutes predict West Ger- 
many's already mighty economy will get a big 
boost from its planned economic union with 
East Germany, a newspaper reported. 

The reported prediction supports conten- 
tions by west German leaders that no tax 
increases will be needed to finance the heavy 
costs of German unification. 

According to yesterday’s editions of the 
Frankfurter AJlgemeine Zatung, the five ins- 
titutes have forecast economic growth of 4 per 


cent this year for West Germany. That’s far 
better than the institute's earlier forecasts of 3 
per cent to 3.5 per cent. 

But the institutes also say strong economic 
growth in West Germany over the next two 
years hinges on East Germany scrapping its 
planned economy in favour of a free-market 
system, the newspaper said. 

West Germany's economic, legal and tax 
systems will have to be adopted by East Ger- 
many, the newspaper quoted the institutes os 
saying in a joint report 


West Germany' has launched plans to 
create an economic union with East Germany 
on the road to German unification. 

Concern has been raised among some West 
Germans that the costs of unification could 
prove to be a heavy economic burden, includ- 
ing tax increases.

“According to Opec calculations made 
available to MEES, the average spot price of 
the Opec basket fell to SI 7.75 per barrel in 
March, as against. $19.10 in.

• MEES said Opec's total output was 23.620 
miiOon bpdifl February and 23J20 miUionbpd 
in January, which put first quarter average 
output at 23.660 million bpd. 

Hie biggest increase in March came from 
Iran where output reached 3.15 million bpd 
compared to its 3.14 million Opec quota level, 
from 2.8 million in February. 

The United Arab Emirates (UAE) and 
Kuwait, which claim their Opec quotas are 
small compared with their requirements, 
produced an average of two million bpd (Opec 
quota 1.095 million bpd) and .1-83 million 
(Opecquota 1.5 million bpd) respectively in the 
fust quarter of 1990, accounting for two-thirds 
of Opec's excess output .

China faces ‘US challenge’ 


X2CHANG, China, April 9, 
(Reuter): China showed the 
world it had the technical know- 
how to compete in the inter- 
national satellite launch market 
yesterday but politics rather than 
expertise could influence future 
launches. 

Jubilant scientiiis at the 
remote Xichang satellite launch 
centre amid the mountains of 
southwest Sichuan province are 
counting on many more launches 
after putting Asiasat 1 in space 
for an International consortium 
aboard a Chinese-built Long 
March III rocket. 

“This Is a breakthrough lor 
Chi n a.” said a smiling Li Yuben. 
the centre's director, who said his 
pre-launch nerves lad been wor- 
sened by the presence of an 
invited foreign audience and a 
90-minute delay caused by 
weather. 

But strained ties with the 
United Slates after last year's 
crackdown in Beijing on the pro- 
democracy movement could 
jeopardise future launches 
involving US firms and tech- 
nology, according to Western . 
diplomats and space industry 
sources. 

'The US administration has 
made several overtures to the 
Chinese since June 4 but there are 
some in congress who feel tire 
Chinese response has not been 
a PPropria te and that threatens to 
affect the satellite launch 
programmer said Don O'Neal a 
spokesman for Hughes Aircraft, 
the US corporation which built 
the satellite. 

Fears the Chinese would steal 
the technology and US sanctions 
against China in the wake of the 
crackdown on dissent threatened 
to scuttle the launch of the com.r 
m unications satellite. 

But President George Bush- 
exorcised a presidential waiver 


on the grounds of national 
interest in December, provided 
the manufacturer and owners 
ensured no transfer of satellite 
technology to the Chinese, no 
price dumping and full third 
party insurance cover. 

Bush justified the waiver on 
the grounds Asiasat 1 was inten- 
ded for commercial civilian use, 
would be physically present in 
China for only a shortperiod and 
would be controlled from Hong 
Kong. 

‘These conditions are a smok- 
escreen for politics,” said a 
Washington-based lawyer 
involved in safeguarding the 
technology. 

“The Chinese conld not 
reverse-engineer that satellite in 
1 00 years, even with all the infor- 
mation freely available from 
technical publications. It's the 
anti-China lobby who could 
prevent further launches.” 

The satellite is owned by 
Britain's Cable and Wireless, 
Hong Kong's Hutchison Wham- 
poa and the state-owned China 
International Trust Telecom- 
munications (Asiasat) consor- 
tium. 

China plans nine rocket laun- 
ches in the next two years and 
holds launch orders for two Aus- 
tralian satellites (Aussat), one for 

Sweden, one for an Arab consor- 
tium (Arabsat) and one for Pak- 
istan. a source from launch .con- 
tractor China Great Wail Indus- 
try Corporation said. ■’ 

“China has no intention, of 
obtaining . technological 
proprietary information from 
foreign satellites and will adhere 
to Lhe China-US security 
agreement," Tang Jinan said.

said it was in the region of $25 
mSUon u> $30 raSHkna. 


Migrants 
have hard 
job hunt 
in Israel 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
April 9, (Reuter): Yuri Melraan 
was a mathematics professor 
before he left Leningrad for a 
new life in Israel. Now he drives a 
taxi. 

Soviet Jewish immigrants 
pouring in daily are eager, hard- 
working and educated. But with 
unemployment at a two-decade 
high, job-hunting is a daunting 
experience. 

In the struggle for survival, the 
only alternative may be to aban- 
don one's credentials. 

Some 50 highly educated 
Soviet Jews are packing fruit in 
boxes for export in the town of 
RehovoL Another 60 are work- 
ing in a .textile factory near the 
city of Ashdod. 

“In Kiryat Yam. SovieL doc- 
tors are sweeping the streets,” 
said David Menna, director-gen- 
eral of Israel’s employment 
service. 

Difficult 

At the canteen of the Jewish 
agency, a quasi state body which 
promotes immigration, one of 
the tea ladies was a doctor in 
Siberia two months ago. 

“Soviet Jews know it's difficult 
to find work here because of 
unemployment and the econ- 
omic situation so they agree to 
work at any job we can provide,” 
Menna told Reuters. 

Israel’s 8.9 per cent unem- 
ployment rate is the highest since 
the 10 per cent registered just 
before the 1967 six day war and 
the economy is stagnant The 
rate was 6.4 per cent in 1988. 

Unemployment is likely to rise 
further in the coming months. 
Labour Ministry officials said. 

For every job in physics there 
are 61 candidates. Twelve 
biologists queue for each 
laboratory opening. There are 
seven doctors and seven elec- 
trical engineers for each position. 
Four university professors com- 
pete for each teaching job. 

Meanwhile planeloads of 
Soviet nuclear physicists, bio- 
chemists and geophysicists, 
arrive in the Jewfen state daily . 
Labour Party leader Shiiridn 
: Peres - said - 7;300 ■ • Soviet 
immigrants arrived in March, 
taking the total so far this year to 

- more than 18,000. 

Only 10 per cent are unskilled, 
the Labour Ministry said. Sixty 
per cent have professional or 
technical qualifications. 

But many have very specific 
skills for which there is no market 
in Israel — such as ice engineers 
and fur engineers. 

Officials expect about 100,000 
Soviet immigrants to airive this 
year. Some 750,000 are expected 
to the next five years — the big- 
gest wave of immigration in 30 
years. 

While the exodus has alarmed 
Palestinians and the Arab world, 
Israeli leaders enthusiastically 
. welcome the newcomers, saying 
they will enrich the country with 
their culture and skills and inject 
life into the stagnant economy. 

“This Aliya (immigration) is 
like a blessing from heaven. It is 
the fulfilment of the Biblical pro- 
phecy ... they are a good element 

- motivated, patriotic, con- 
structive and productive,” Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said 
reoently. 

The need to build 30,000 
homes for the immigrants fuelled 
heated debate when legislators 
voted on a new budget for the 
fiscal year starting April 1. 
Parliament added a last-minute 
$100 million allocation for hous- 
ing. 

But some officials said the 
government should have worried 
about employment first. 

“It’s a real problem the 
priority should be employment 
then housing,’' Menna said. 

Raft Melnik, head of the cen- 
tral bank's research department, 
said the biggest challenge was to 
harness the immigrants' skills to 
private industry instead of fur- 
ther bloating Israel’s already 
overmanned public sector. 

“There is a big question mark 
over whether the business com- 
munity will rise to thechallenge,” 
he told Reuters. 

- The Soviet Jews usually spend 
six months in intensive Hebrew 
language programmes before 
beginning their job hunt.

Market sen- 
timenL was further depressed by 
Wall Street's down trend later in 
the week. The FTSE-100 opened 
and closed the week at 2,221, 
recorded a Joss of 25 points over 
the previous week's closing of 
2,246. 

Stock prices on the Tokyo 
stock market fell sharply last ' 
week, with much selling inspired 
by a local newspaper article 
speculating that insuranoe com- 
panies planned a stock sell-off. 
However, managers of many 
large insurance firms later denied 
any plans to dump shares. Also 
talk that the stock slump is finan- 
cially wounding some small 
Japanese brokerages under- 
mined the market However, the 
index rebounded on active ins- 
titutional buying of domestic 
issues and futures related buy 
programmes. The 225-share 
Nikkei index opened the week at 
28.518 and closed higher at 
29,278 but recorded a loss of 702 
points over the previous week’s 
closing at 29,980. 

US dollar 

The dollar traded mixed over 
most part of the week and within 
a narrow band ahead of Satur- 
day’s G-7 meeting, while this 
week’s release of US unem- 
ployment rate, had very little 
impacL on the dollar, and money 
market dealers were reluctant to 
take any large dollar position 
before the outcome of the G-7 
meeting. 

US unemployment rate fell to 
5.2 per cent for the month of 
March, after holding at 5.3 per 
cent for 9 months, but the pace of 
new-job creation was the slowest 
in more than three and a half 
years. The March increase of 
26.000 new jobs was the smallest 
gain since June 1986. when the 
number of jobs fell by 1 10.000. 

There is doubt that the release 
of US unemployment figures 
would give the Federal Reserve 
the impetus to ease credit, while 
recent economic data have been 
somewhat inconsistent and did 
not point to a clear need for 
lowering rates again. There is 
also a belief that the US unem- 
ployment numbers are not really 
reflective of z deteriorating trend 
in the economy and the quarter 
could still be overall a strong one 
and not lead to an easing. 

The US purchasing managers' 
index rose in March to 4S.8 per 
cent from 48.3 per cent in 
February. A reading below 50 
per cent indicates the manufac- 
turing sector of the US economy 
generally is declining, while a 
reading above 50 per cent sug- 
gests it is generally expanding. 
The production index rose to its 
highest level since April of 1989. 
New export orders jumped to 
59.5 per cent in March from 53 


per cent, the highest level since 
September 1989. While the 
imports index in March was 
again at 50.5 per cent the same 
level as in February and January. 

US February leading 
indicators fell a per cent against 
0.2 per cent rise in January. A 
decline in building permits 
fuelled the biggest drop in the 
leading indicators. Building per- 
mits slumped 0.82 per cent after 
0.68 per cent jump the month 
before. If the building permit 
component were to be removed, 
the leading indicators would be 
slightly weaker, confirming the 
current perception of the US 
economy. 

Pound sterling 

The pound sterling opened the 
week against the US dollar at 
1.6330/40 dollars and closed 
higher at 1 .6420/30 dollars, but 
slightly lower compared to its 
week before last closing at 
1. 6445/55 dollars. 

The pound fell sharply earlier 
last week following violent 
unrest in the heart of London 
over the previous week-end due 
to the introduction of the 
unpopular new form of local tax- 
ation known as poll tax. 
However, the pound recovered 
later as attention turned back to 
high yielding currencies. 

The pound showed no re- 
action to news that retail sales 
rose 22 per cent in February 
after falling 0.9 per cent in Jan- 
uary and that new consumer 
credit totalled £3.74 bn in the 
same month, down from £3.97 
bn in January. 

Despite the recovery, the 
pound is still highly vulnerable to 
any adverse news on the political 
front, although it was already 
discounting a lot of bad econ- 
omic news. It so far has managed 
to absorb the negative impact of 
recent rioting in the UK and con- 
tinued declines in the opinion 
polls by Prime Minister That- 
cher'sConservativegovernment. 

Japanese yen 

The yen opened the week 
against the US dollar at 150.35/ 
45 yen and closed the week lower 
at 15?.73 '83_yen. but higher com- 
pared with its week before last 
dosing of 1 58.50/00 yen. 

The yen remained under pres- 
sure ahead of the G-7 meeting, 
while the ailing Tokyo shares 
prices kept the yen depressed. 

Bank of Japan has actively 
intervened in the currency 
market to prevent the yen from 
falling f urther, and it is estimated 
that BOJ spend a record 1.107 
trillion yen in March to defend 
the yen, while this huge invest- 
ment seemed.lo have only slowed 
the yen is slide, while the G-7 
meeting outcome is expected to 


provide little support to the yen. 
and probably BOJ may find itself 


forced again to raise its discount 
rate to defend the yen.

Industrial powers worried of a sliding Tokyo currency 


PARIS. April 9 (AP): The seven 
leading industrial powers have 
put the financial markets on 
notice that they intend to come to 
the aid of the Japanese yen if it 
gets into much trouble, analysts 
said. 

But the countries left it unclear 
just how much help they would 
give to the ailing Japanese 
currency if its value slides fur- 
ther. 

“There hasn’t been a lot said 
about what they would do for the 
yen," said Stephen King, inter- 
national economist at the Lon- 
don Investment House of James 
Capel and Co. 

“It all sounds (ess than the best 
outcome for Japan," said Bren- 
dan Brown, head of research at 
Mitsubishi Finance Inter- 
national in London. 

Financial chiefs from the 


group of seven nations — 
Britain, Canada. France, West 


Germany, Italy, Japan and the 
United States — wrapped up 
talks on Saturday at the French 
finance ministry -by worrying 
about the “undesirable con- 
sequences” of a sliding yen. 

They promised to keep the 
exchange markets “under 
review" and renewed their com- 
mitment to co-ordinate econ- 
omic policies, including co- 
operation in the exchange mark- 
ets. 

But the officials didn't spell 
out what steps they might take to 
prop up the sagging yen. US 
Treasury Secretary Nicholas 
Brady even played down con- 
cerns about the yen, suggesting 
that the currency wasn’t neces- 
sarily trading too cheaply. 

The dollar early last week jum- 
ped to a three-year high against 
the yen before failing hack some. 
At Friday's New York close of 
157.70 yen, the dollar has risen 


about 10 per cent against the yen 
since the start of the year. 

The yen’s weakness has coin- 
cided with a plunge in Japanese 
stocks that has seen the Tokyo 
stock exchange lose about 25 per 
cent of its value this year. 

A stronger dollar threatens 
efforts to whittle down the enor- 
mous 549 billion trade deficit the 
United States runs with Japan. It 
makes Japanese products 
cheaper for Americans and 
boosts the price in US goods 
overseas. 

In the past, the G-7 nations 
have banded together to 
intervene in the financial mark- 
ets by buying and selling curren- 
cies. mostly to brake any sharp 
rise in the dollar. 

King said the minister's 
statement was “possibly a slight 
hint we might be seeing stepped- 
up intervention in the next few 
days.”

NEW YORK, April 9, (Reuter): 
Pepsico Inc. and the Soviet Union 
expect to sign a three- bilfion- 
doUar agreement to barter Pepsi- 
cola for shipsand vodka, the Aew 
York Times reported today. 

The accord, expected to be sig- 
ned today, would be foe biggest 
deal ever between a US corpora- 
tion and the Soviet Union. 

The deal would greatly expand 
Pepsi -cola’s a variability in foe 
Soviet Union, the newspaper 
reported. It also would allow Pep- 
siCo for the first time to take its 
profits out not only inStofidmaya 
vodka but in freighters and tank- 
ers as well. 

Company officials could not 
immediately be reached for com- 
ment on the report. 

The Pepsico deal is being 
closely watched as an indicator of 
whether Western companies can 
prosper in foe Soviet market, now 
opening under the reform policies 
of President MflkhaQ Gorbachev. 

Since 1974, Pepsico has ship- 


ped its soft-drink sjtu b to foe 
Soviet Union, made it into cola 
and sold the bottled product.

Soviet participation discussed 


PARIS, April 9, (Reuter): Officals 
from East and West hope to dear 
away most of foe obstacles blocking 
the creation of an international bank 
to help East European countries 
reform creaking economies along 
market lines. 

The officials have made progress 
in backstage negotiations on the 
vexed question of Soviet partidpa- 
Oon in the bank and US objections to 
denominating the bank's operations 
in European currency units, the 
European Economic Community 

(EEC) currency. 


The race to run the bank is between 
Jacques Auali, French, President 
Francois Mitterrand's chief econ- 
omic adviser who chairs the 
preparatory talks, and former Dutch 
Finance Minister Ormo Ruding. 

R tiding has the support of Britain, 
among others, but French officials, 

perhaps not surprisingly, are convin- 
ced that Attali, who first had the idea 
for the bank, has the edge. 

It’s thanks to French diplomacy 


that foe bank is getting off the 
ground, and we think his candidacy 
has been my well received, " one 
official said. 

A final choice might not be made 
until the EEC summit in Dublin on 
April 28 allowing finance ministers 
to ratify foe bank’s statutes ata meet- 
ing in Paris in Late May. ’Hie agency 
could then be up and running in early 
1991. 

Agreement on foe main aspects of 
the hank, including the mix of tend- 
ing to the private and public sectors, 
was clinched in in talks last month 


Bur French officials, whose 
original timetable for completing 
talks on the Bank by Februarv 


talks on the Bank by February 
proved to be hopelessly unrealistic, 
have been careful not to predict final 
Success when foe officials meet again 
on Monday.

But that is not an option at the Gardner, as 
£ » is at most museums. 

“Mrs Gardner wanted people to enjov 
these things, says Bullock, conservator of 
textiles. Isabella Stew-art Gardner, a wealthy 
woman of the Victoria era. was revered in her 
time, as she is now, as one or America’s most 
generous, public-minded patrons of the arts. 
She built her own museum so the public could 
view her priceless art -• - which over the years 
has earned international recognition. 

The Gardner Museum must abide by its 
founder's mandate: The nearly 2,000 objects 
on display may never be added to, put in 
storage, or rearranged in any way. The staffis 
in a race against time to preserve these works, 
destined always to be exposed to the 
museum’s environment. 

Humidity, light, heat, dust, bugs, and car 
exhaust — all take their toll on the collection, 
^apes tries sag with moisture; metalwork 
- arrodes; leather wall panels swell and shrink 
with shifting temperatures. In an unusual 
layout, three floors of galleries open onto a 
central courtyard, where natural light streams 
down through the glass roof. 

The Museum of Fine Arts, just a few’ blocks 
away, does not have to deal with such a 
barrage of dangers. Unlike theGardner, it has 
dimate control, which includes air condition- 
ing. air filters, and humidity regulation. In 
addition, the bulk of its collection is in

storage. 

But at theGardner. even the flow of visitors 
is hazardous to the collection. "People get 
very close to things." says Barbara Man gum, 
conservator of objects. "Sometimes they even .. 
sit on the furniture or use the tables. " In a way, 
li T ■ ■ ii .

that’s understandable, she says, since “the 
whole atmosphere is designed to make one 
feel comfortable” - like walking through 
someone’s home. Mrs Gardner actually lived 
in an apartment on the fourth floor, as did 
subsequent directors. 

Misguided repair jobs of (he past also cause 
decay. In one of the laboratories, Ms Man- 
gum holds up a chunk uf a Greco-Roman 
marble sculpture from SO BC. "His Uriah fell 
off.” she say* Back in the 1 800s. someone 
drove iron dowels into the leg to hold it 
• together. When fust forms around the iron, 
says Man gum, “lhai volume expansion 
causes the stone Co crack." 

Mangum must remove the *vsted dowels 
and clean olT traces or shellac and lead that 
were used as adhesive and filler. Then she’ll 
glue the thigh back onto the body with a 
colourless, stable epoxy. 

“The (restoration) techniques here are 
very, very traditional," says Bullock, who was 
worked on textiles here for 20 years. This is no 
place to experiment with new-fangled ideas, 
she explains. The rule of thumb, adds her 
assistant, Ada Logan, is: “Whatever you do. 
make it so it can be undone’’ later, without 
ruining the object. 

In the textile laboratory, conservators sit in 
front of tapestries wound up on long rollers, 
and work on one unrolled section at a lime. 
Various colours of cotton thread lie in dumps 
beside them Bullock estimates it takes her 
about one month tocomplete one square foot 
of "Amazons Preparing for a Joust.” not 
counting frequent interruptions. 

“You have louse a gentle- giant approach," 
says Ms Logan, and this involves having a 
certain "fed" for textiles. Bullock says it’s like 
watching people in a clothing store. "If you 
watch some people shop, they are aware of 
fibre and weave, whereas others just whip 
through the racks without any sensitivity to 
that." 

Having an art background is paramount, 
too; she adds, "because you need to have the 
eye. and the dexterity to know what you're 
seeing.” 

Unfortunately, "tapestries make great air 
fitters,” says Bullock. A Flemish tapestry 
called "Noah Builds the Ark" was recently 
rehung after being cleaned and restored. 
When it was taken down five years ago, the 
staff noticed a film of grimy, black grit on the 
wall, showing faint outlines of the tapestry's 
pattern. 

"Tapestries trap everything that floats by in 
the air and basically stick it on the wall behind 
them," explains Bullock. Now, a Gore-Tex 
insulating barrier hangs behind “Noah." 

The conservators look forward to the day 
when the Gardner Museum will be climate 
controlled, a goal now in the planning stages. 
The staff recently concluded a two-year 
environmental study to help determine what 
the needs are. , .. ...

much," says Bullock, that it keeps a staff of 
nine full-time conservators going constantly. 
Early this year, the museum will be enlarging 
its conservation laboratories under the 
guidance of its new director, Anne Hawley. 


NEW YORK.. (Reuter): For acat with sneezing fils, 
try onion capsules as a cure. For an itchy dog. a dose 
of poison ivy. And for a constipated pet python, 
diluted strychnine. 

So says maverick veterinary surgeon Dr C.W. 
Schaubhut. one of a growing number of 
homeopathic doctors whose treatments are based 
on a principle of “like treats like." The best remedy 
for an ailment, they say. is one that mimics the 
symptoms. 

People are paying hundreds of dollars a visit to 
have their pets treated with these age-old remedies 
made mainly from plants and minerals. 

" We' vej ust scratched the surface of what this is all 
about, even though it's as old a tradition as any sort 
of medicine,’’ Schaubhut said in his Manhattan 
clinic where he helped dancer Mikhail Baryshnik- 
ov's black standard poodle deliver pups. 

Schaubhut relies on regular veterinary treatments 
for about a quarter of his patients. But the rest of the 
time, he says, sweeping his arm past hundreds of 
vials of natural remedies, all that’s needed is a good 
dose of some of these to wipe away even the most 
stubborn of ailments. 

Hysteria in your chihuahua? Heart disease in your 
ferret? Homesickness'’ Arthritis? Diabetes? 
Schaubhut says he's got a cure for it all. 

As he spoke, a stocky black dog, yelping and 
obviously m pain, sidled into the clinic. “Oh is that 
that Rouweiler?" Schaubhut grumbled. "I know 
him. He’s really a rough guy.” 

The animal had vicious diarrhoea and the doctor 
prescribed arsenicum album — arsenic so diluted 
with milk sugar that the final capsule contains only 
one one-milJionth of a gram of the poison. He 


explained: "The arsenic causes the lining of the 
intestines to degenerate and you begin to bleed and 
haemorrhage and become very dehydrated." Small 
doses alert the body to the ailment and rally its own 
disease-defence system, he says. 

This works? The dog's distraught owner nods. 

In the waiting room, pet owners dote on their 
ailing animals. 

Animals in the intensive care unit wake drowsy 
from surgery. They have had tumours, claws, or ear 
mites removed or have been neutered. Many will get 
homeopathic follow-up treatment 

A cat, whose vision was blurred and balance 
impaired after a picture fell on her neck, w-as given 
beUadona — “an herb named for beautiful Italian 
ladies who used to put it in their eyes to make their 
pupils dilate for flirting,'* Schaubhut said. 

Rashes and skin eruptions are often treated with 
microdoses of poison ivy, and hayfever with onion 
abstract — or octopus ink, depending on the time of 
day the sneezing fits occur. 

The doctor's remedies are usually made from 
plants and minerals but he also uses “nosodes" — 
substances made from pus and other fluids. Some 
substances are extracted from solid tissues, such as 
tumours. 

For a constipated python which had eaten eight 
or nine mice, the doctor prescribed nux vomica, the 
plant from which highly poisonous strychnine is 
derived. It worked in 24 hours. 

Schaubhut is one of about 4,000 homeopathic 
doctors in the United Stales — only aboul 75 of 
these are vets — and the number is growing rapidly. 
Schaubhut has seen his business grow by about 50 
per cent in the past five years and now sees about 
4.000 animals annually.

Sphinx whispers ‘save me’ again 


The Sphinx 


GIZA PLATEAU, Egypt (AP): Egypt is 
combining old photographs and American 
high technology in the most comprehensive 
sa ve-the-sphinx campaign in 3,400 years. 

Such an ambitious project was last under- 
taken in ancient Egypt’s new kingdom, after a 
youngpbaraoh-to-befdlaslecpiniheshadow 
of the sphinx and heard it whisper: “Save me.” 

The new campaign, announced this week 
by Culture Minister Farouk Hosni, follows 
years of delay and disagreement over how to 
save die crumbling monument, a half-man, 
half-lion sculpted 4,600 years ago. 

Late last year, the Egyptian Antiquities 
Organization launched an emergency con- 
servation project to remove and replace con- 
crete bloclcs and mortar from the sphinx’s 
front paws and haunches. The new project 
combines the Egyptian’s hands-on restora- 
tion work with ultramodern monitoring 
equipment from the United States to discover 
why the sphinx isdeterioratingandwhat to do 
aboul it. 

Protective wooden scaffolding already 
climbs from the statue's chest to the top ofits 
cobra-adorned headdress. The famous pierc- 
ing eyes andsubtlesmile barely show through. 

"I must find a way to save it said Sayed 
Tawfik, Egyptian Antiquities chairman “I 
wanted somebody to say this is how we’re 
going to save iL Not jus for my lifetime, but 
For the next 2.000 years." 


For the answer. Tawfik turned to the Getty 
Conservation Institute of Marina Del Rey. 
California, the only institute of its kind that 
searches for ways to save man's heritage and 
provides the money that make it possible. 

Tawfik said it wasn’t easy to find someone 
brave enough to seek with him a cure for the 
ailing sphinx. 

“People, institutions, everybody was afraiu 
to touch the sphinx, afraid they'd be blamed if 
something went wrong," he said. “We have a 
nickname for it, 'father of terror’. Everybody 
was terrified to help us, because the sphinx is 
so big and so famous. 

“Even Getty, which is involved in other 
projects in Egypt, wasn’t interested until they 
saw we were serious, that we were ready to do 
someu'ng instead of just babbling and writing 
papers. We are serious." 

Getty offered both financial and technical 
help. The budget for a year of monitoring is 
less than $200,000, but the fnal price tag for 
saving the sphinx is likely to dwarf that. 

Luis Monreal, the Getty Institute's direc- 
tor, told the Associated Press he’s ready for 
the challenge. 

“You have to imagine that although the 
sphinx has been around almost 5,000 years, 
it’s been covered with sand for all but about 
500,'* he said. Since the sphinx was last 
uncovered in 1925, it “has been exposed to the 


modern world 24 hours a day, and the sphinx 
is suffering." 

"We cannot return the sphinx to the way it 
would have looked to the Pharaohs, but we 
are confident we can return it to the pristine 
look it had in 1925 if that’s the look the 
Egyptians want.” 

The star of the project is a 200-pound 
(91kg), 6 1 -2-foot-tall (2m) meteorological 
station, which will be perched atop the 
sphinx's hack, anchored by sandbags. 

Capable of recording data for one year, the 
untended solar-powered monitor will record 
natural and manmade forces attacking the 
sphinx including traffic vibrations, changes in 
moisture, temperature and wind direction 
and the effects of sand, salt, water and earth- 
quakes. 

Japanese Shin Maekawa developed the sys- 
tem for Getty, which has used it for five 
months in a major preservation project in 
China. 

At the sphinx, its job will be to discover 
what's causing erosion that has gutted almost 
every pan of the mammoth limestone statue. 
Experts predict the decay will increase 
dramatically as Cairo’s 14 million population 
continues to expand. 

The first major campaign to save the sphinx 
was the project of the Young Prince who later 
became Pharaoh Tuthroosis TV.

FAMILY DOCTOR

QUESTION: My mild hypertension was first dis- 
covered during an annual checkup when I was about 
45 years old. I have been undertreaiment for more 
than 15 years now. I did all the good things you write 
about and followed my physician’s orders through 
many changes, both in medications and dosages. My 
blood pressure has been under control for more than 
three years now with the same schedule. But the 
answer to my question should surely interest many of 
you r readers. Will I ever be able to stop taking all this 
medication? Please give us your thoughts. 

Answer: THc fact that you are asking this question 
reveals that your are a success story, and that the long 
struggle for control has been worthwhile. Even with 
rhe many choices that exist for therapy today, it's not 
always easy to reach the ideal combination of factors 
that can control this disease. Most physicians use a 
stepped -care plan for therapy, starring with control of 
all the possible Jifesruyle risk factors, such as alcohol 
use. tobacco use. weight control, diet and sodium 
restriction before turning to medications. 

Then a single medication is selected from among 
four categories: diererics, beta blockers, calcium 
antagonists and ACE inhibitors. If the first attempt 
fails, either the dosage is increased or another medica- 
tion is added. With further evaluation, a third 
medication may be added from still another dass of 
medications, or another prescription substituted for 
one currently being taken. This may continue until 
three or four drags are taken, each for a different 
class, and in sufficient dosages to control the leel ofche 
blood pressure. 

Once we have mounted these steps and the hyper-

tension has been under control Tor at least one year, 
the possibilities for marching back down the steps 
may be considered. Drug dosage may be reduced, one 
drug at a time, and careful evaluation continues for a 
period of lime. It may be possible to reduce the 
number of medications after a while, providing the 
pressure remains at normal levels. However, it is 
rarely possible to slop all the medications. THe step- 
down procedure is most successful in patients who 
have mild hypertension and when all those good 
lifestyle measures are rigidly maintained. 

I thought yon wouM like to know: A friendly tip from 
a devoted reader who knows that I share this problem 
with him has led me to a valuable resource for those 
who suffer that annoying and distracting chirping in 
the ear that physicians call 'Tinnitus." And I know 
there are many of you, for statistics reveal that about 
12 million Americans have'tinnitus in a severe form, 
and many millions more have it to a lesser degree.

F oreign 
guns 
make 
inroads 
in US 


WASHINGTON. (Reuter): 
First, there were the cars that 
could no longer compete with 
imports. Then came consumer 
electronics. And now. even guns 
made in the United SLaies are 
being shot into second place. 

“It's bad enough that we 
invented the VCR t video cassette 
recorder) and can't manufacture 
it. or that Mercedes is the top- 
prestige sedan in the land of ihe 
Cadllac," lamented writer Henry 
Alien in the Washington Post. 

"But guns the" gun is to 
America what the sword is to 
Japan — a tool that shaped our 
geography, politics and psyche. 
Would the Japanese go to 
Europe to buy Samurai swords? 
We even go there to buy replicas 
of ... the single-action army colt, 
the gun thafwon the West." 

Its successor, the legendary 
Colt .45. is now being phased out 
as the standard pistol of the US 
armed forces. The colt’s 
replacement: Italy's Beretta. it 
won over American makers 
Smith and Wesson and Ruger in 
two shootoffs in 1 985 and 1989. 

'And foreign guns continue to 
make inroads. Discerning police 
have begun switching to Beret- 
tas. Austrian glocks and German 
heckler, Koch pistols. Status- 
conscious robbers prize Israeli 
Uzi submachine guns — as does 
the US secret service. 

The latest cover of Guns & 
Ammo, the bible of American 
gun lovers, sports the Taurus, a 
high-tech Brazilian pistol which 
comes equipped with a laser- 
sighting system. No American 
manufacturer has anything like 
it. 

Guns & Ammo noted that 
Americans were “long wedded to 
traditional names” but in the last 
decade had gradually come to 
accept quality* handguns of other 
makes. 

“A great deal more serious 
thought must be given to 
design." said Andrew Molchan. 
of uie Florida-based National 
Association of Federally Licen- 
sed Firearms dealers which 
represents more than 10,000 US 
firearm retailers. 

“This is one of the many cases 
where American manufacturers 
are interested more in immediate 
big numbers than in innovative 
state-of-the-art design." Mol- 
chan told Reuters. In the process, 
the United States has fallen 
behind. 

But at least in the handgun 
industry, there is a light at the end 
of the barrel. 

"There is no fundamental 
reason why American manufac- 
turers couldn't return to world 
class designs. That's not true for 
some other American industries 
which are dead, out of the ball- 
park." 

Others are sick, still others not 
as thriving as they used to be: 
only one US company. Zenith, 
now manufactures television 
sets. None produces VCRs, 
invented in the United States. 
And for the first time last year, 
the best-selling car in the United 
States was made by a Japanese 
company — the Honda Accord. 

"Japanese auto makers have 
roared so far ahead (of US cars) 
in product development and 
technology* that catching up may 
be all but impossible," the Wall 
Street Journal reported recently. 

Such developments highlight a 
steady decline in UScompelilive- 
ness and, in turn, an erosion of 
economic well-being which is 
documented by a spate of statis- 
tics. 

In a new book on the US 
malaise, one of the country's 
leading economists. Paul Krug- 
man, notes that over the past two 
decades, productivity has 
increased by little more than one 
per cent a year, real wages have 
fallen and poverty increased. 

But although the United 
States has been slipping relen- 
tlessly. K ragman says. "The 
remarkable fact is that our econ- 
omic performance today is 
broadly considered a success." 

According to Krugman, a 
professor of economics at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology* , the reason is that expec- 
tations have diminished and 
Americans now accept far less 
for themselves than anyone 
could have imagined 20 years 
ago. 

To hear Knigman tell it in a 
book entitled "The Age of 
Diminished Expectations: US 
Economic Policies in the 1990s," 
the United States will fall to num- 
ber three behind Europe and 
Japan by the year 2000 if things 
continue as they are. 

They probably will, says 
Krugman. "The .... US economy 
is so huge and the sins of econ- 
omic policy so comparatively 
venial that we can afford to be 
irresponsible for a long time.

Children’s radio network to hit airwaves this summer 

By Sue Morgan 


PHILADELPHIA, (UP1): Kids 
already have a television network with 
programme just for them and a group 
of Philadelphia entreprenurs is hoping 
the younger set will take just as enth- 
usiastically to radio tailored to their 
. tastes. 

The Kidwavcs Radio network is to 
hit the airwaves this summer with 13 
hours a day of programming for kids, 
from news to storytelling to music. 

“This network will battle illiteracy 
in our country," said Kidwavcs 
President Mel Diamond, "we’re 
exposing children to programming ... 
so weean stimulate thcircrcativity and 
imagination. 

"That is severely lacking when they 
havconly one other medium to choose 
from — ~ the visual medium." 
Diamond said. 

Kidwavcs hopes to stimulate its 
young listeners with programmes 


including "w hat do you know,” a quiz 
show. "All about kids,” an interview 
programme. Musical time machine,” 
which will introduce kids to classical 
music, and "story stew,” featuring 
storytelling and performances of clas- 
sic stories^ 

The network’s co-founders are 
Linda Katz and Marcia Moon, who 
set up the Children's Literacy 
Initiative, and Ragan Henry, a 
Philadelphia attorney who owns the 
largest group of FM stations in the 
United States. 

"It’s not A-B-C-D-E-F-G, not at 
all. "Diamond said of the program- 
ming mix. "It's entertaining to the 
child and to the parent. That’s critical, 
because many parents are going to 
tune in to this in the car.” 

"My feeling is the initial listening 
will be as a result of the parents, and 
the rest will be a desire to hear more," 
Diamond said. 

Kidwavcs is also hoping schools will 
tune in to all or part of its program- 


ming. 

"Certainly, schools will have the 
opportunity to tune in to us and use 
the programming in their 
curriculum.” Diamond said. “We will 
programme it so that children whoa re 
at school will have programming 
directed for their age group when they 
get home.” 

“Most of the programmes will be 
produced in-house,” said Diamond,” 
and aimed at children from 2 to 1 1 
years old." 

"It’s not just a disk jockey playing 
records and that's what is so good 
about it.” Diamond said. “It’s all 
preproduced for children." 

Kid waves' initial sales pitch is 
aimed at AM radio stations that 
operate only during the day. do not 
have sister FM stations or that broad- 
cast simulcast programming from sis- 
ter FM stations. 

*’AI! those groups represent AM 
stations that aren't making money and 


are in fact losing money,” said 
Diamond, who previously worked 
with a National Hispanic network and 
a national satellite music network. 

The Financial factor has convinced 
Diamond it will be easy to lure tar- 
geted station owners to substitute 
Kidwaves f-'r iheir present formats. 

“Once tluj *ce by switching to Kid- 
waves they can make a profit and 
reduce their operating costs by a third, 
I think reason will take over.” 
Diamond said. 

The network already has signed up 
affiliates in Houston and Kansas City. 

Although Kidwave’s stated goal is 
to combat illiteracy, Diamond readily 
admits the network is in business to 
make money.

Navratilova wins 
150th singles title 

Gilbert triumphs easily 

HILTON HEAD ISLAND, S.C., April 9, (Reuter): Experience trium- 
phed over youth yesterday as top seed Martina Navratilova defeated 
Jennifer Capriati 6-2 6-4 to claim her 1 50th career singles title at the 
S 500,000 Hilton Head clay court tennis tournament. 

Navratilova, ranked second in the world, earned SI 00,00 for her 
efforts and move to within seven titles of Chris Evert's record 157 by 
winning here for (he third time. 

Bui the (op seed, 19 years older than her unseeded opponent, had to 
play her serve and volley best to stop the 14-year-old American, who is 
expected to come in at 25th in the world after completing the minimum 
number of events needed for a ranking. 

"I was nervous and exciied,” admitted Navratilova. “I don’t think 
she was intimidated . 1 1 was every bit as tough as I had expected.” 

Navratilova controlled the match with her strong serve and by 
attacking nei early and often against Capriati, who had not had much 
experience againsl left handers. 

Navratilova successfully fought off the three break points she faced 
and broke Capriati in the fifth and seventh games of the first set and the 
third game of the second set. 

But Capriati, twice a finalist in just three tournaments since she 
turned professional last month, came up with several spectacular 
winners and chased down shots that would have been well out of reach 
for most players. 

Over the course of the match Capriati ripped numerous crosscourt 
backhand passes that demonstrated she will be a force to be reckoned 
with on the women’s circuit. 

"It was the greatest feeling of my life." said Capriati, who earned 
540.000. "Here I was playing a legend.” 

■In Orlando, Fla., top-seed Brad Gilbert overwhelmed third-seeded 
South African Christo van Rensburg 6-2 6-1 in just 50 minutes 
yesterday to win the $250,000 Orlando Tennis Classic. 

Gilbert, a classic counter-puncher, controlled play from the outset 
and never allowed the 31 st-ranked Van Rensburg into the match. 

The American, ranked fifth in the world, broke Van Rensburg in the 
fifth and seventh games to take the first set. 

In the second set, Gilbert allowed Van Rensburg to hold his serve just 
once — in the opening game — before running off six successive games 
with the help of three service breaks. 

“I played really well,”said Gilbert, who lost the final here last year to 
tkrnipatriot Andre Agassi by the same score. 

"I played my best match of the tournamenL I just match up well 
against him. I’ve beaten him five times,” added the US Davis Cup 
member after claiming his 1 9th career title. 

Gilbert earned 532,400 for his victory, but appeared somewhat 
shocked to hear that Martina Navratilova had won 5100,000 for 
winning a women’s clay court event earlier in the day.

Rainey wins Grand Prix 


MONTEREY, Calif., April 9, (Reuter): American 
Yamaha rider Wayne Rainey survived a crash- 
marred US Grand Prix motorcycle race yesterday to 
score his second victory in as many races this year. 

Rainey, who won the season opener in Japan, 
completed the 35-lap. 76.86-mile (123.69-km) race 
at the Laguna Seca Receway in 50 minutes 55.379 
seconds to take a commanding lead in the world 
championship hunt with 40 points. 

Pierfrancesco Chili of Italy, who inherited third 
place on his Honda as leaders fell out of the race, 
stood second in the championship standings with 24 
points. 

Australian Michael Doohan finished the race 
second on his H onda in 5 1 :25.765, 29 seconds ahead 
of Chili. 

Rainey's three principal rivals all suffered cra- 
shes. 

Australian Honda rider Wayne Gardner went out 
early at the same corner where he crashed and broke 
an ankle last year. 

“It was just a stupid mistake,” said Gardner, who 
was not seriously hurt. 

American Kevin Schwantz crashed his Suzuki 10 


laps from the finish after staging a race-long duel 
with Rainey and retired with an injury to his left 
wrist. 

Defending world championship Eddie Lawson of 
the US broke his right heel in a crash during Friday's 
qualifying and did not race. 

The' day’s most serious injury was to Australian 
Kevin Magee, whose fifth-lap crash forced the race 
to be restarted. 

Magee was later reported to be in cricital but 
stable condition last night following successful sur- 
gery to remove a blood dot from his brain. 

Magee lost control ofhis Suzuki commgout of the 
sixth turn — a high-speed left turn just beforea steep 
dimb — and was sent flying head first into the dirt 
track side. 

Magee, 27, lay motionless beside the track, but 
was reported consrious when airlifted by helicopter 
to the San Jose Medical Centre 55 miles (88 km) 
from the Monterey, California race course. 

Following the two-hour operation Magee was 
moved to the hospital's intensive care unit where he 
will be monitored dosely for the next 48 hours, the 
family said in a statement.
